An  International  Conference 
is  to  be  called  for  the  purpose  of  standardising  the  methods 
of  analysis  adopted  in  pharmacopoeias,  and  the  editors  of  these 
national  works  are  to  be  asked  to  adopt  analytical  reagents 
of  uniform  strength  in  the  new  editions.  Price-protection 
of  proprietary  articles  was  also  discussed,  and  representa- 
tions are  to  be  made  to  the  Governments  of  all  countries  re- 
garding the  need  for  regulating  the  sale  of  proprietary  disin- 
fectants (p.  38). 

Trade  and  Market  Matters. 


The  Board  of  Trade  returns  for  the  month  of  August  again 
show  that  trade  is  booming  (p.  61).

Brevities. 

Messrs.  Keene  &  Pitts,  seedsmen  and  florists,  15  High 
Street,  Newport  (Mon.),  have  applied  to  the  Town  Council 
for  a  poison-licence. 

An  "aloe"  in  bloom  at  the  Zoological  Gardens,  Regent's 
Park,  London,  N.W.,  has  a  flowering  stem  24  feet  high. 
The  plant  (Agave  ^mericana)  is  not  so  rarely  in  flower  as 
stated  in  the  public  Press. 

Mr.  John  H.  Thursfield,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Rock- 
ingham Road,  Kettering,  appeared  at  the  local  police 
court  on  August  31  as  a  passive  resister.  The  usual 
order  was  made. 

The  fund  which  Sir  Wm.  Treloar  is  raising  for  the  benefit 
of  the  widow  of  the  late  Mr.  W.  H.  Cox  has  reached  3,405/. 
It  is  being  invested  in  the  names  of  trustees,  and  the  money 
is  to  be  applied  at  their  discretion. 

The  branch  managers  and  friends  of  Messrs.  J.  Savage 
&  Co.,  Ltd.,  Bradford,  had  their  outing  on  August  23, 
when  a  party  of  twenty-seven  had  an  enjoyable  day  at 
Clapham,  Yorkshire.  The  grounds  of  Mr.  Foorer  were 
visited  and  also  Ingleborough  Caves. 

Interesting  accounts  are  given  in  the  "Yorkshire 
Herald"  of  the  businesses  of  Messrs.  Raimes  &  Co.  and 
Messrs.  Bleasdale,  Ltd.,  of  York.  These  form  part  of  a 
*'  History  of  York  "  which  is  being  contributed  to  that 
journal  by  Mr.  W.  W.  Hargrove,  J.P. 

A  meeting  of  the  Chemical  Trade  Section  of  the  London 
Chamber  of  Commerce  will  be  held  on  September  23,  at 
2.30  p.m.,  to  discuss  the  question  of  the  manufacture  and 
storage  of  spirituous  preparations  in  bond.  The  meeting 
will  include  representatives  of  chemical  manufacturers, 
wholesale  druggists,  and  perfumers. 

The  new  syllabus  has  been  issued  of  the  day  and  evening 
classes  in  technical  optics  which  are  carried  on  at  the 
Northampton  Institute,  Clerkenwell,  London,  E.C.  The 
classes  begin  on  September  26,  but  enrolments  can  be 
.made  from  September  12.  The  courses  will  be  found  par- 
ticularly useful  to  chemists  who  desire  to  improve  their 
knowledge  of  optics. 

In  describing  the  prescription-desk  which  was  figured 
in  the  G.  &  D.  last  week  (p.  388),  it  should  have  been 
stated  that  Messrs.  Gibbs  &  Gurnell's  well-known  business 
is  at  Ryde.  It  is  the  pharmacy  where  Mr.  Walter  Hills 
was  apprenticed,  and  when  Mr.  Hills  visits  the  island  he 
never  fails  to  look  in  at  the  shop  where  he  started  upon 
his  pharmaceutical  career. 

Last  Saturday  afternoon  a  man  dropped  a  Winchester  of 
strong  ammonia  in  a  Metropolitan  Railway  carriage  which 
was  travelling  between  Aldersgate  Street  and  Farringdon 
Street.  A  rush  was  made  to  the  rear  of  the  compartment 
and  the  windows  smashed  to  allow  the  fumes  to  escape. 
An  Edinburgh  pharmacist  who  was  in  London  on  holiday 
obtained  a  discoloured  eye  as  a  result  of  the  melee. 

Mr.  G.  J.  Knight,  chemist  and  druggist,  452  Edgware 
Road,  London,  W,  is  still  endeavouring  to  bring  the 
Paddington  authorities  to  a  sense  of  their  duties  in  keeping 
Edgware  Road  in  proper  repair.  In  a  letter  to  the  Mayor 
of  Paddington  and  other  authorities  Mr.  Knight  tells 
how  that  last  week  he  had  a  window  cracked  by  the 
vibration  caused  through  an  accident  to  a  motor- 'bus,  the 
accident  being  due  to  the  uneven  state  of  the  road. 

The  medical  officer  for  the  City  of  London  (Dr.  Colling- 
ridge)  states  in  a  report  issued  this  week  that  an  inquiry 
has  been  conducted  regarding  the  extent  to  which  pre- 
servatives are  used  in  the  City.  It  was  found  that  milk 
preservatives  in  one  case  consisted  of  borax,  boric  acid,  and 
sodium  benzoate,  and  in  another  of  sodium  carbonate  and 
benzoate.  A  "  food  preservative"  proved  to  be  only  dried 
borax  and  boric  acid.  Preservatives  in  food,  Dr.  Colling- 
ridge  says,  are  not  only  unnecessary,  but  mischievous,  for 
they  are  frequently  used  to  mask  the  presence  of  decom- 
position. The  City  Solicitor's  attention  has  also  been 
drawn  to  the  results  of  two  of  the  analyses.

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

The  Bermondsey  analyst  examined  sixty-eight  drug- 
samples  during  last  year,  and  returned  all  as  genuine. 

At  St.  Pancras  eighty-two  samples  of  drugs  (including 
twenty-nine  of  mustard  and  vinegar)  were  taken  for 
analysis  last  year. 

In  Hackney  of  fifty-nine  drug-samples  analysed  last  year 
the  following  were  reported  against  :  olive  oil  found  ti 
be  cotton-seed  oil  (vendor  fined  15.s.  with  12s.  6c/.  costs)  ; 
camphorated  oil,  55.75  per  cent,  deficient  in  camphor  (fine 
imposed  2s.  6c/.,  and  12s.  6d.  costs);  and  two  samples  o£ 
vinegar  made  from  acetic  acid. 

British  Association. 

The  meetings  of  the  Sections  have  occupied  most  of  the 
time  that  has  elapsed  since  Professor  Bonney's  address 
was  delivered  on  August  31,  to  which  we  referred  last 
week.  On  September  2  the  stage  was  reached  at  which 
invitations  are  received  for  future  meetings.  Sir  William 
Ramsay  was  elected  President  for  1911,  when  the  Associa- 
tion meets  in  Portsmouth  from  August  30  to  September  6. 
For  1912  the  invitation  to  Dundee  conveyed  by  the  muni- 
cipal and  educational  authorities  was  accepted ;  while  for 
1913  Sir  George  Reid's  invitation  to  meet  in  the  principal 
cities  of  Australia  was  unanimously  agreed  to.  The 
Federal  Government  has  voted  10,000/.  for  the  sea  journey, 
and  the  contributions  of  the  various  States  include  free 
railway  travel.  The  meeting  will  involve  an  absence  of 
three  months  from  this  country. 

Look  Out  for  These  Men. 

Mr.  G.  Cutcliffe,  chemist  and  druggist,  7  Strand, 
Dawlish,  will  be  obliged  if  the  chemist  who  gave  him 
recently  a  reference  for  an  unqualified  assistant  named 
"P.  R.  Deane  "  will  communicate  with  him.  The  assis- 
tant is  now  wanted  by  the  police,  and  may  be  recognised 
by  the  following  characteristics  :  Height,  about  5  ft.-  8  in.  ; 
age,  thirty-four  to  thirty-eight ;  dark,  straight  hair  ;  long 
and  very  prominent  nose ;  uneven  teeth,  the  upper  teeth 
being  unevenly  set  in  the  gums  ;  brown  eyes  ;  softly  spoken, 
with  a  North  Country  accent. 

Mr.  Charles  W.  Andrews,  Ph.C,  7  Park  Hall  Place, 
East  Finchley,  N.,  asks  us  to  warn  the  trade  against  a 
man  giving  the  name  of  "Williams"  and  an  address  at 
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Thornton  Heath,  who  called  upon  him  on  August  28,  and, 
on  the  pretence  that  he  was  an  employe  of  Messrs.  Sangers, 
druggists'  sundriesmen,  Euston  Road,  N.W.,  and  had  lost 
his  purse,  obtained  a  loan  of  2s.  Mr.  Andrews  has  since 
communicated  with  Messrs.  Sangers,  and  finds  that  the 
man  is  not  known  to  them.  "  Williams  "  is  short  and 
dark,  and  is  either  clean-shaven  or  with  a  slight 
moustache. 

Midland  Notes. 

It  looks  as  if  there  is  a  return  to  prosperity  locally, 
since  rumours  are  current  that  a  well-known  local  phar- 
macist is  about  to  take  a  partner  into  his  markedly  in- 
creasing business. 

It  is  evident  that  local  pharmacists  have  got  back  from 
their  ^holidays  judging  from  the  tastefully  rehabilitated 
windows  in  several  of  the  principal  thoroughfares,  around 
which  are  groups  of  possible  purchasers. 

Pharmacy  is  to  start  the  sessional  work  of  the  local 
Section  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry,  the  authors 
of  the  papers  being  the  city  analyst  (Mr.  J.  F.  Liver- 
seege,  Ph.C.,  F.I.C.),  and  his  assistant  (Mr.  A.  W. 
Knapp,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.). 

Several  pharmacists  have  been  prospecting  in  the 
suburbs,  and  it  is  rumoured  that  one  of  the  three  new 
shops  close  by  the  tram  terminus  at  Alcester  Lanes  End 
is  to  become  a  pharmacy.  It  is  feared  that  the  proprietor 
will  have  to  play  a  waiting  game  for  some  time. 

The  Crippen  Case. 

At  the  adjourned  trial  at  Bow  Street  Police  Court, 
London,  of  Dr.  H.  H.  Crippen,  on  a  charge  of  murdering 
his  wife,  Mr.  Travers  Humphreys,  the  prosecuting  counsel, 
stated  that  Crippen  took  the  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine 
at  the  College  of  Homoeopathy,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  in  1884. 
He  was,  some  ten  years  ago,  acting  manager  to  Munyon's 
Eemedy  Co.,  which  he  left  to  become  physician  to 
the  Drouet  Institute.  When  this  failed,  and  after  a  con- 
nection with  two  other  companies  as  physician,  he  seemed 
to  have  gone  back  to  the  Munyon  Co.,  acting  as 
manager  until  some  eighteen  months  or  two  years  ago, 
when  he  took  on  the  business  as  agent  for  the  company. 
He  appeared  to  have  received  3/.  a  week  from  Munyon's, 
but  he  probably  derived  further  income  from  a  business 
called  the  Yale  Teeth  Specialist  Co.  He  was  also 
connected  with  an  Aural  Remedy  business.  Later  on  in 
his  opening  speech,  Mr.  Travers  Humphreys  stated  that  an 
examination  of  the  remains  of  the  murdered  woman  by 
Dr.  W.  H.  Willcox  has  revealed  the  presence  of  a  poisonous 
alkaloid  in  comparatively  large  quantities.  Dr.  Willcox 
has  found  altogether  grain  of  this  poison,  and  has 
identified  it  as  hyoscine  ;  the  quantity  found  is  equivalent 
to  §  grain  of  hyoscine  hydrobromide,  the  salt  of  the  alka- 
loid most  employed.  Hyoscine  hydrobromide  is  ordered 
occasionally  by  medical  men,  the  dose  being  from  ^i^grain 
to  Y^grain.  Counsel  went  on  to  state  that  on  January  19 
Crippen  purchased  5  grains  of  this  poison  at  Messrs.  Lewis 
&  Burrows,  Ltd.,  Oxford  Street,  W.,  "for  homoeopathic 
purposes."  The  prisoner  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  pre- 
paration of  Munyon's  remedies,  and  the  poison  has  no  use 
in  dentistry. 

Various  Charges. 

At  Grantham  on  August  26  James  Pastell,  railway  lines- 
man, was  fined  10s.  and  costs  for  stealing  apples,  value  6c/., 
from  a  tree  in  the  garden  at  The  Grange,  occupied  by  Mr. 
H.  Hopkinson,  chemist,  High  Street,  Grantham. 

At  Camborne  last  week  two  boys  were  placed  under 
probation  for  a  year  for  stealing  various  goods,  valued 
between  21.  and  3/. ,  from  the  pharmacy  of  their  employe--, 
Mr.  A.  F.  H.  Stephens,  chemist  and  druggist,  Commercial 
Street,  Camborne. 

At  the  Clerkenwell  Police  Court  on  September  G, 
Frederick  Fincham,  clerk,  was  sentenced  to  four  months' 
imprisonment  for  stealing  52/.  4s.,  the  money  of  his  em- 
ployers, Messrs.  Butler  &  Crispe,  druggists'  sundries- 
men,  82  Clerkenwell  Road,  E.C.  (C.  <£•  D.,  September  3, 
p.  365). 

At  Grimsby  on  August  26  Kate  Mack  was  sentenced  to 
two  months'  imprisonment  with  hard  labour,  and  Tom 
Roberts  to  a  similar  punishment  of  one  month's  duration, 


for  stealing  30s.  at  the  local  branch  of  Boots,  Ltd. 
Mack,  who  entered  the  shop  with  another  woman,  had 
snatched  the  money  from  the  counter  and  then  bolted, 
and  the  greater  portion  of  it  was  found  upon  the  male 
prisoner. 

At  Hull,  Frances  Bryan,  married  woman,  of  10  York 
Terrace,  Pelham  Street,  was  charged  this  week  with  killing 
her  seven  months'  old  child  by  administering  rat  poison. 
In  his  report  to  the  coroner,  Mr.  John  Tebb,  chemist  and 
druggist,  46  Beaumont  Street,  Hull,  states  that  the  mother 
came  to  his  pharmacy  on  the  preceding  Tuesday  and 
asked  for  vermin-kilier,  saying  that  she  desired  to  kill 
some  rats.  Phosphor  paste  was  suggested  to  her,  but  she 
said  she  preferred  a  threepenny  packet  of  vermin-killer, 
which,  after  she  had  duly  signed  the  poison-book,  she  took 
away.

Fire. 

The  premises  of  Mr.  Michael  Farrell,  druggist  and  oil- 
man, Edgeworthstown,  were  destroyed  by  fire  last  week. 
The  fire  originated  in  the  early  morning,  and  three  assistants 
just  escaped  through  the  upper  windows  in  time.  Barrels 
of  oil,  turpentine,  and  other  inflammable  materials  were 
rolled  out  by  the  police  and  others,  but  the  fire  involved  the 
whole  shop.  The  safe  was  got  out  and  the  books  are  intact. 
The  major  portion  of  the  loss  is  covered  by  insurance. 
Protracted  Negotiations. 

Negotiations  between  Messrs.  Wm.  Dobbin  &  Co.,  drug- 
gists, North  Street,  and  the  Corporation  of  Belfast  regard- 
ing the  alteration  of  their  premises  and  the  widening  of  the 
street  have  been  going  on  for  several  months  and  are  still 
unsettled.  The  Improvement  Committee  recommended 
the  Council  to  authorise  the  Surveyor  to  approve  of  the 
firm's  proposals  to  build  to  the  present  frontage  line ;  but 
at  the  last  meeting  the  committee  rescinded  this  resolution 
and  instructed  the  Town  Solicitor  to  look  further  into  the 
question. 

Claim  for  Electric  Lamps. 
In  the  Court  of  Conscience,  Dublin,  on  September  2, 
Messrs.  McKenna  &  Co.,  Medical  Hall,  Aungier  Street, 
were  summoned  by  James  C.  Weldon,  electrical  engineer, 
South  Anne  Street,  to  recover  18s.  6c/.  in  connection  with 
the  purchase  and  fitting-up  of  arc-lamps  in  defendants' 
pharmacy.  Defendants  alleged  that  the  lamps  were  defec- 
tive;  but  plaintiff  deposed  that  when  he  inspected  the 
lights  he  found  they  were  not  those  he  put  in.  Defendants 
persisted  in  the  statement  that  the  lights  were  those  put 
in  by  plaintiff,  but  a  decree  for  claimants  was  given  with 
costs. 

The  Irish  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

The  committee  of  the  Association,  with  Mr.  William 
Young,  Ph.C,  at  their  head,  are  arranging  the  syllabus 
of  the  ensuing  winter's  session.      It  is  expected  that 
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Mr.  A.  Harmel,  the  founder  of  the  Association,  will  be  in 
Dublin  during  the  session  and  will  give  an  address  on  his 
experiences  in  South  Africa,  where  he  has  been  for  the 
past  nine  months. 

A  committee-meeting  of  the  Belfast  Branch  of  the 
Irish  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association  was  held  in  the 
Rooms,  Victoria  Square,  Belfast,  on  September  1.  Mr. 
G.  W.  Camlin,  Ph.C,  presided.  A  discussion  took  place 
as  .to  the  arrangements  for  the  winter  session  As 
many  of  the  members  are  still  on  holidays,  the  rooms 
will  only  be  open  three  nights  weekly  during  September — 
viz.,  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday,  from  8.15  to 
10.30  p.m.  Mr.  J.  W.  Hatch  (Messrs.  Grattan  &  Co.)  was 
co-opted  a  member  of  the  committee.  The  address  of  the 
Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  H.  F.  Moore)  is  now  128  Seacliffe 
Road,  Bangor,  co.

French  News. 

(Fro-n  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 


L'Affaire  de  Vaugirard. — M.  Jean  Parat,  the  Vau- 
girard  pharmacist  of  unenviable  marital  padlock  fame, 
who  was  arrested  on  the  charge  of  sequestrating  his  wife 
in  quite  extraordinary  circumstances,  has  been  set 
at  liberty.  The  magistrate  who  had  charge  of  the 
case  referred  him  to  be  examined  by  mental  experts, 
and  on  their  adverse  decision  he  was  sent  to  an  asylum 
as  being  of  unsound  mind.  Four  months  have  passed 
since  then,  and  his  condition  has  gradually  improved, 
which  led  to  his  being  finally  discharged  a  few  days  ago. 
The  charge  of  maltreating  his  wife  was  abandoned  when 
the  experts  gave  their  decision,  but  a  decree  of  divorce 
was  pronounced  in  her  favour.  Parat  has  gone  to  live  in 
Belgium,  and  he  is  said  to  contemplate  taking  legal  steps 
to  obtain  custody  of  his  children  and,  if  possible,  a 
revision  of  the  divorce  judgment. 

Isolation  op  Radium. — At  the  meeting  of  the  Pari3 
Academy  of  Sciences  on  September  5  a  letter  was  read 
from  Mme.  Curie  and  M.  Debierne  announcing  that  they 
have  succeeded  in  isolating  pure  radium,  thus  completing 
the  discovery  the  late  M.  Curie  did  not  live  to  achieve. 
The  process  by  which  the  radium  was  isolated  is  as 
follows  :  An  amalgam  of  mercury  and  radium  was  ob- 
tained by  an  electrolytic  treatment  of  a  radium  salt. 
The  substance  was  placed  in  a  quartz  tube,  and  distilled  in 
hydrogen  under  pressure.  The  tube  was  heated  to  700°  C. 
The  mercury  having  disappeared,  a  thin  coating  of  a 
brilliant  metal  was  left.  This  pure  radium,  which  is 
preserved  in  a  sealed  vacuum-tube,  is  described  as  a  white 
metal,  atomic  weight  225,  which  oxidises  rapidly  in  air, 
adheres  to  iron,  burns  paper,  and  decomposes  water,  with 
the  formation  of  a  soluble  oxide. 

Assistants'  Hours. — There  has  been  another  quiet 
week  in  Paris  as  regards  the  agitation  of  the  pharmacists' 
assistants  for  a  uniform  nine-o'clock  closing-hour.  The 
only  item  of  interest  is  that  M.  Diem,  the  Secretary  of 
the  Assistants'  Syndicate,  has  been  summoned  for  his  par- 
ticipation in  the  manifestations.  Some  of  the  witnesses 
who  were  called  gave  evidence  that  they  had  heard  hint 
urging  the  agitators  to  acts  of  violence,  while  others  de- 
clared that  the  guilty  party  was  an  unknown  person  who 
was  lost  in  the  crowd.  The  case  is  still  pending.  I  have 
made  inquiry  in  pharmacies  in  various  parts  of  Paris  and 
the  suburbs  as  to  how  matters  are  progressing,  and  the 
following  are  typical  of  the  replies  received.  At  the  well- 
known  Pharmacie  Normale,  in  the  Rue  Drouot,  near  the 
Boulevard  des  Italiens,  one  of  the  managers  said,  "  All 
serious  pharmacies  now  close  at  nine  o'clock";  while  at 
M.  Turquety's  pharmacy  in  the  Avenue  de  Neuilly  I  was 
told,  "We  are  obliged  to  close  at  nine  o'clock,  otherwise 
they  would  smash  everything."  At  a  well-known  cutting 
house  the  opinion  was  expressed  that  "the  assistants  are 
not  the  masters  yet." 

A  Committee  of  Reference. — The  question  of  the  sale 
of  medicaments  not  in  accordance  with  Codex  formulas  has 
been  raised  by  recent  prosecutions  in  the  North  of  France. 
Not  that  the  judgments  pronounced  at  Lille  and  at 
Douai  were  vexatious  or  unjustified,  but  the  pharmacist  is 
naturally  nervous  of  being  convicted  for  some  slight  error. 
An  apprentice  may  by  slight  carelessness  in  weighing  vary 
the  amount  of  iodide  in  Gibert's  syrup,  may  overheat  a 
camphor  ointment  and  volatilise  a  trace  of  the  camphor,  or 
a  wholesale  druggist  may  deliver  6ome  unsatisfactory 
article,  although  paid  the  full  price  of  the  pure  product. 
The  Northern  Pharmacists'  Association  considers  that 
some  professional  protection  is  necessary,  and  recently 
passed  a  resolution  proposed  by  its  Honorary  President, 
Professor  Gerard,  to  the  effect  that  the  creation  of  a  pro- 
fessional committee  to  examine  doubtful  cases  is  desirable, 
so  as  to  draw  a  distinction  between  accidental  errors  and 
fraud.  Also  that  for  a  first  slight  offence  a  warning 
should  be  substituted  for  an  actual  summons.  M.  Crinon 
stated  that  M.  Roux  (head  of  the  Adulteration  Analysis 
Laboratory)  has  noticed  the  danger  in  question,  and  has 
issued  a  circular  to  inspectors  instructing  them  only  to 
summon  in  cases  of  grave  and  manifest  fraud. 
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South  African  News. 


Cape  Colony. 

Personal. — Mr.  W.  E.  Rogers  (South  African  repre- 
sentative of  Messrs.  Oppenheimer,  Son  &  Co.,  Ltd.)  is 
on  a  short  business  trip  to  the  Cape,  returning  to  the 
Transvaal  via  the  Orange  Free  State. — Mr.  L.  West  (Messrs. 
Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.)  was  also  in  Cape  Town  when  the 
mail  left. 

Business  Change. — Mr.  W.  Aitken,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, has  removed  from  177  to  179  Long  Street,  Cape 
Town.  The  move  was  rendered  necessary  by  the  lack  of 
sufficient  accommodation  in  the  old  premises,  and  the 
pharmacy  is  now  one  of  the  brightest  and  best  fitted  in 
Cape  Town. 

Medicine-stamp  Act. — A  number  of  prosecutions  have 
.followed  the  visits  of  an  inspector  to  Port  Elizabeth  for 
unstamped  articles.  His  haul  has  been  large  from  all 
accounts,  over  twenty  chemists  and  dealers  having  been 
summoned,  and  at  the  time  the  mail  closed  fifteen  cases 
have  yet  to  be  tried.  Among  the  charges  was  one  against 
Mr.  P.  T.  Dixon,  of  Messrs.  C.  E.  Gardner  &  Co.  On 
July  12  Inspector  Tavish  Eraser  visited  their  premises  and 
found  exposed  for  sale  unstamped  three  tablets  of  Wright's 
•coal-tar  soap,  three  tubes  of  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.'s  euthymol 
tooth-paste,  eighteen  pots  of  Chesebrough's  vaseline,  one 
bottle  of  Edward's  Harlene,  and  one  bottle  Simon's 
Creme.  Cross-examined,  the  inspector  said  there  were 
several  bottles  of  Harlene,  and  all  of  them  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  one  seized  were  stamped. 

Mr.  Hazell,  for  the  defence,  pointed  out  that  no  one  seemed 
to  be  aware  of  the  exact  articles  that  required  stamping.  As 
an  instance  of  the  inconsistency  of  the  Act  he  mentioned  that 
a  well-known  drink  named  "  O.T."  was  advertised  as  being 
capable  of  curing  indigestion,  and  that  the  label  on  Worcester- 
shire Sauce  bottles  claimed  for  it  the  quality  of  curing  in- 
digestion and  flatulence.  Nevertheless  these  articles  required 
no  stamps,  while  such  articles  in  daily  use  as  vaseline,  tooth- 
powder,  and  soap  did.  Surely,  he  remarked,  that  was  a 
glaring  anomaly.  He  would  say  that  his  client  had  not  wil- 
fully contravened  the  Act,  because  the  Government  officials 
themselves  did  not  know  that  those  things  came  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Act.  If  officials  did  not  know  what  came 
under  the  Act  and  what  did  not,  how  was  a  layman  to  know  ? 
To  stamp  the  articles  would  be  no  loss  to  his  client  because,  as 
a  matter  of  fact,  the  stamps  were  paid  for  by  the  purchaser. 
So  what  object  would  his  client  have  in  not  stamping  some 
of  them  ?  Concluding,  he  asked  for  a  caution  and  discharge, 
or  a  merely  nominal  fine. 

The  Magistrate  said  the  case  was  one  for  a  nominal  fine. 
He  did  not  think  chemists,  however,  would  have  any  diffi- 
culty in  deciding  what  should  and  what  should  not  be 
stamped.  He  suggested  that  the  Act  be  carefully  studied 
to  avoid  further  trouble,  and  thought  the  case  would  be 
anet  with  a  fine  of  10s. 

Orange  Free  State. 

Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council. — The  monthly  meet- 
ing of  the  Council  was  held  on  August  12.  There  were 
present  :  Drs.  Bidwell,  de  Kock,  Manning,  Swift,  and 
Pratt- Yule,  Mr.  Eedpath  (dental  member),  and  Messrs. 
A.  Fowlie  W.  B.  Jeffreys,  and  S.  Taylor  (pharmaceutical 
members).  Dr.  Pratt- Yule  was  voted  to  the  chair  in  the 
absence  of  the  President.  The  Chairman  welcomed  Mr. 
Taylor,  who  had  been  appointed  in  Mr.  S.  S.  Hewitt's 
place  during  the  latter's  absence  on  leave.  The  registra- 
tion of  Joshua  Rawling  (pharmaceutical  chemist,  Great 
Britain,  1899)  as  a  chemist  and  druggist  was  confirmed  ; 
present  address — c/o  Messrs.  Lennon,  Ltd.,  Bloemfontein. 
Dr.  Bidwell  and  Mr.  Jeffreys  were  appointed  as  a  standing 
committee  with  power  to  approve  the  lists  of  prepara- 
tions containing  rectified  spirit  submitted  by  manufactur- 
ing chemists  with  a  view  to  obtaining  rebates  of  Customs 
duty.  The  date  of  the  chemists  and  druggists'  examina- 
tion wa3  fixed  for  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  August  24 
and  25.  The  following  were  appointed  examiners  : 
Messrs.  Fowlie  and  Westlake  in  materia  medica,  oral 
pharmacy,  and  pharmacy  and  dispensing ;  Professor  Potts 
in  botany  ;  Professor  Rudge  and  Mr.  Lyle  in  chemistry 
and  physics;  and  Drs.  de  Kock  and  Manning  in  pre- 
scriptions. 


Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cape  Colony. 

The  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cape  Colony 
held  a  successful  dinner  on  Thursday,  August  11,  at  the  Grand 
Hotel,  Cape  Town.  The  proceedings  were  of  a  particularly 
interesting  character,  some  capital  speeches  being  made  and 
an  admirable  musical  programme  being  gone  through.  The 
company  was  large  and  representative,  about  seventy  being 
present.  Mr.  W.  Froembling,  Ph.D.  (the  President  of  the 
Society),  occupied  the  chair,  and  among  the  guests  were  Mr. 
J.  W.  Jagger  (who  was  one  of  the  Cape  delegates  to  tho 
National  Convention  which  framed  the  Constitution  of  United 
South  Africa),  Dr.  C.  F.  K.  Murray,  Advocate  M.  Alexander 
(a  former  member  of  the  Cape  Parliament  and  a  candidate 
for  the  Union  Parliament),  Dr.  Maitland  H.  Park  (editor 
of  the  "  Cape  Times  "),  Messrs.  A.  Walsh  (President  of  the 
Cape  Pharmacy  Board),  G.  Darroll,  W.  K.  Mager,  and  J. 
Parry,  J.  Austin  Thomas,  J. P.,  and  G.  R.  Cleghorn  (Vice- 
Presidents  of  the.  Society),  F.  C.  Mathew  (Heynes,  Mathew 
&  Co.,  Ltd.),  J.  Sowden,  J.  Patterson  (Burroughs  Wellcome 
&  Co.),  C.  L.  Taylor,  A.  E.  A.  Tothill,  J.  S.  C.  Harcus,  J.  H. 
Cooper,  W.  E.  Rogers,  W.  A.  Sleggs  (Hon.  Treasurer),  H.  R. 
Peck  (Hon.  Secretary),  H.  Evans  (Petersen,  Ltd.).  An 
excellent  dinner  was  provided. 

The  toasts  of  "  The  King  "  and  "  The  Governor"  having 
been  duly  honoured,  Mr.  J.  W.  Jagger  submitted  that  of  "  Tho 
Union  of  South  Africa."  He  regretted  that  union  had  not 
done  away  with  old  parties,  for  they  still  had  the  same 
divisions — divisions  which  were  in  some  degree  founded  on 
the  old  racial  lines.  Two  things  were  necessary  to  make  a 
success  of  union — patience,  infinite  patience,  and  work — and 
then  they  would  be  able  to  look  forward  with  unbounded  con- 
fidence to  union  as  best  for  the  future  of  South  Africa.  At 
the  same  time  they  should  never  relax  their  efforts  to  put  all 
matters  affecting  the  Union  Government  on  sound  and  fair 
lines.  The  iniquitous  taxes  in  the  Cape  on  medicines 
should  be  removed,  as  they  constitute  a  great  hard- 
ship to  the  sick  in  general,  and  the  sick  poor  in 
particular.  He  regarded  the  Act  of  1908  as  sloppy 
legislation.  But  the  Act  of  1909  was  a  great  deal 
worse,  and  the  only  thing  absolutely  clear  about  it  was  the 
heavy  penalty  for  contravention  of  its  provisions.  The  only 
way  for  a  chemist  at  present  to  be  certain  as  to  what  he  should 
stamp  is  by  means  of  a  conviction  in  the  Magistrate's  Court. 
He  trusted  that  the  serious  retrictions  would  be  removed  at 
an  early  date.  He  suggested  that  the  Society  should  becomo 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  the  whole  of  South  Africa. 
(Applause.) 

Mr.  Parry  submitted  the  toast  of  "  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,"  to  which  the  President  replied.  He 
remarked  that  at  their  previous  dinner,  which  took 
place  two  years  ago,  his  predecessor  in  the  presidential 
chair  (Mr.  F.  C.  Mathew)  gave  a  resume  of  the  his- 
tory of  the  Society,  so  that  there  was  no  necessity  for 
him  to  recapitulate  it.  Born  under  difficulties,  there  might, 
at  the  beginning,  have  been  some  doubt  as  to  the  vitality  of 
their  new  venture.  However,  through  careful  nursing  during 
infancy  the  Society  had  been  able  to  tide  it  through  its  first 
year,  and  now  it  had  been  hinted  that  they  soon  might  have 
ito  look  out  for  larger  premises.  The  Society  now  had  a 
membership  of  over  a  hundred.  Considering  the  distance 
some  of  the  students  had  to  travel,  the  attendance  at  the 
Society's  lectures  was  fair,  but  still  there  was  room  for  im- 
provement. Proceeding,  the  speaker  said  that  as  far  as  their 
craft  was  concerned  the  last  two  years  could  be  described 
as  a  period  of  stamp-tax  fever — (laughter) — an  epidemic 
affecting  officials  as  well  as  pharmacists  and  tradesmen.  It 
was  caused  by  bacteria  discovered  in  a  dark,  anti-sanitary, 
or,  rather,  anti-medicinal  nook  of  the  office  of  the  late 
Treasurer  of  the  Cape  Colony.  (Laughter.)  Like  all  other 
microbes  it  showed  naturally  a  distaste  for  all  arsenical 
preparations ;  in  fact,  it  shunned  them ;  but,  marvellous  to 
say,  any  preparation  with  a.  Dutch  name  had  the  same  effect. 
On  its  appearance  in  the  Cape  Parliament  various  remedies 
were  tried  with  a  view  to  combating  it  Among  the  remedies 
were  "  Elixir  persuasionum  Jaggeri."  (Laughter.)  Similar 
inferior  articles  being  in  existence,  the  Chairman  pointed 
out  that  the  name  of  the  genuine  one  contained  two  "  g's." 
Furthermore  there  was  the  mixture  "  Argumentativ-a  cum 
flagellis  Hewat  " — (laughter) — which  must  not  be  confounded 
with  any  preparation  with  the  "Owl"  trade-mark.  The 
effect  of  these  was  in  so  far  beneficial  that  the  virility  of  the 
bacteria  was  considerably  diminished,  at  any  rate  in  certain 
directions.  Most  effective  of  all  was  the  "  Unguentum 
causticum  Alexandrii,"  which  in  one  particular  instance  had 
caused  the  virulent  symptoms  to  disappear  in  twenty-four 
hours.  He  was  pleased  to  say  that  in  his  own  particular 
case  he  was  able  to  acquire  some  "  Unguentum  causticum 
Alexandrii  "  with  the  help  of  which  he  warded  off  the  attack, 
no  relapse  being  noticeable  so  far.  The  other  toasts  were 
"  Our  Guests  "  and  "  The  Press." 
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The  Tenth  International  Congress  of  Pharmacy 

Held  at  Brussels  September  i  to  6. 


Thursday's  Proceedings. 

AS  briefly  reported  last  week,  the  opening  ceremony  of 
the  Congress  took  place  in  the  Grande  Salle  of  the 
Palais  des  Academies,  Brussels,  on  September  1.  Before 
the  hour  fixed  for  the  opening  some  500  members  of  the 
Congress  had  assembled,  and  when  at  2.15  p.m.  M.  Beco, 
Governor  of  Brabant,  entered  with  the  Organising  Com- 
mittee, he  was  greeted  with  loud  applause.  The  President 
(M.  Derneville)  sounded  a  bell  and  opened  the  proceedings 
with  a  speech  of  welcome.    He  referred  to  the  interest 
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which  Albert,  King  of  the  Belgians,  takes  in  all  work 
which  is  for  the  benefit  of  his  people,  and  then,  paying  a 
delicate  compliment  to  the  French  visitors  by  associating 
with  the  King's  name  that  of  President  Fallieres,  he  pro- 
ceeded to  refer  to  the  encouragement  which  has  been  given 
to  pharmacy  by  the  acceptance  of  positions  as  honorary 
presidents  by  M.  Schollaert,  Minister  of  Sciences  and  Fine 
Arts,  Baron  Descamps-David,  Senator  and  M.  Beco.  He 
mentioned  that  M.  Beco  was  formerly  Minister  of  Agri- 
culture. Twenty  countries,  he  said,  nave  sent  delegates, 
but,  curiously  enough,  in  this  connection  he  did  not  mention 
Great  Britain.  The  great  compliment  paid  to  the 
Congress  by  the  Antwerp  Society  of  Pharmacy  in  post- 
poning the  festivities  connected  with  the  seventy-fifth 
anniversary  of  their  foundation  until  the  Conference  met 
was  suitably  referred  to,  and  the  President  had  a  good 
word  to  say  regarding  the  services  which  Dr.  Schamelhout, 
the  Organising  Secretary,  has  rendered  to  the  Congress. 
This  speech  was  followed  by  loud  applause,  and  then 
M.  Beco  replied,  attributing  his  presence  there  to  the  fact 
that  he  had  for  eleven  years  occupied  the  post  of  Minister 
of  Agriculture,  which  department  had  in  its  charge  the 
public  health  service  and  inspection  of  pharmacies.  Dr. 
Schamelhout  then  reported  on  the  origin  of  the  Congress 
and  the  work  that  was  before  it.    Next  followed  a  series  of 

Speeches  by  Foreign  Delegates 

in  the  following  order  :  M.  Sedivy  (Prague  Society  of 
Pharmacy),  Professor  Bourquelot  (the  French  Govern- 
ment), M.  Deer  (the  Government  of  Hungary),  M.  Bonis- 
contro  (the  Italian  Government),  and  M.  Mesigos  (the 
Argentine  Republic).  The  last  speech  was  in  Spanish,  and 
it  did  not  seem  as  though  many  people  understood  what 
was  said. 


Honorary  Members. 
President  Kusnick  then  read  out  the  names  of  the- 
honorary  members  of  the  Congress.  These  were  classed, 
as  honorary  presidents,  honorary  vice-presidents,  and. 
honorary  members.  Among  the  last  was  the  name  of  Mr. 
Edmund  White,  but  the  name  of  Mr.  E.  S.  Peck,  the  other 
delegate  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain, 
seems  to  have  been  omitted.  A  Committee  was  also  elected 
whose  members  are  to  act  as  presidents  and  vice-presidents, 
of  the  sections,  and  another  Committee  was  also  nominated, 
to  act  as  secretaries  of  the  sections. 

Afternoon  Luncheon. 
Nobody  having  anything  more  to  say,  M.  Derneville 
closed  the  meeting,  and  invited  the  members  to  lunch  at. 
the  Laiterie  Restaurant,  in  the  Bois  de  la  Cambre.  Special- 
trams  conveyed  the  party  to  the  restaurant,  which  was- 
reached  at  about  5  p.m.  Some  members  had  gone  on  in 
advance,  and  were  there  to  welcome  the  visitors.  The  first 
ceremony  was  a  long  toast  by  M.  Derneville,  in  which  he 
asked  the  members  to  consider  themselves  as  members  of. 
one  large  pharmaceutical  family.  Luncheon  was  then, 
served,  during  which  the  band  played  the  national  airs  of 
the  various  countries  represented  at  the  Congress.  At  the 
finish  M.  Kusnick  gave  instructions  regarding  the  visit 
to  the  Exhibition  grounds  adjoining,  telling  the  visitors, 
to  enjoy  the  amusements  that  evening,  as  a  serious  visit 
would  be  paid  to  the  Exhibition  on  another  occasion. 

Friday's  Proceedings. 

On  Friday  morning,  at  9  o'clock  prompt,  the  Congress- 
reassembled  at  the  Palais  des  Academies  and  resolved  itself 
into  two  sections,  the  first  being  the  section  devoted  to. 
scientific  matters  and  the  second  to  the  discussion  of  pro- 
fessional questions.  In  Section  I.,  which  was  presided: 
over  by  M.  Wauty,  chief  pharmacist  of  the  Belgian  Army, 
the  first  paper  discussed  was 

International  Unification  of  the  Analysis  of 
Med  caments. 

By  A.  Schamelhout,  D.Sc,  Ixelles. 
This  was  a  report  entitled  "  A  Study  of  the  Principles- 
to  be  observed  in  Assaying  Drugs  and  Galenicals  with  th&- 
Object  of  Contributing  to 
the  International  Unifica- 
tion of  Methods  of 
Analysing  Medicaments. ' ' 
The  author  first  referred 
to  the  unification  of  the 
strength  of  heroic  medica- 
ments, which  has  resulted 
in  fixing  the  amount  of 
the  active  ingredient.  It 
is  not,  however,  sufficient 
to  indicate  the  alkaloidal 
content  of  a  drug  and 
leave  this  to  be  estimated 
by  processes  which  give 
varying  results.  As  an 
example  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Brussels  Con- 
ference in  regard  to  opium 
powder  was  cited — 10  per 
cent,  of  morphine.  An 
opium  may  give  this 
amount  of  alkaloid  when 
tested  by  the  method 
given  in  the  fourth  edition 
of  the  German  Pharma- 
copoeia, but  shows  12  per 
cent,  by  the  process  indi 
cated     in     the  third 
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edition.  If,  therefore,  the- 
method  of  assay  is  not  indicated,  the  results  may  be- 
dangerous  from  a  medical  point  of  \iew.  From  a  com- 
mercial point  of  view  the  subject  is  important,  especially 
in  international  trading.    The  methods  of  determining;. 
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physical  constants  and  chemical  characteristics  also  need 
to  be  exactly  indicated.  In  the  case  of  essential  oils  the 
manner  in  which  the  boiling-point  is  taken  is  important. 
The  author  then  referred  to  the  multiplicity  of  processes 
used  for  examining  medicaments,  which,  although  an  evi- 
dence of  scientific  activity  in  the  pharmaceutical  domain, 
•  only  augments  the  chaos  to  practising  pharmacists.  The

-(results  obtained  by  a  process  when  first  worked  are  gener- 
ally imperfect,  and  lead  one  to  try  another  method  with  a 
.similar  experience.      For  the  practical  pharmacist  the 
methods  must  be  simple,  rapid,  and  not  costly,  giving 
results  practically  exact  but  always  constant ;  they  must 
not  depend  on  the   personal  equation,   and   should  be 
described  with  exactitude,  as  a  slight  modification  often 
varies  the  result.    Relativity  of  the  results  is  sufficient  to 
.aim  at  so  lcng  as  they  are  constant.  A  simple  method  which 
gives  constant  results  is  preferable  to  a  more  exact  one 
wherein  are  numerous  pitfalls.    Official  methods  were 
then  cited  as  examples.    In  regard  to  the  estimation  of 
;  alkaloids,  the  author,  while  praising  the  efforts  that  have 
been  made  to  attain  accuracy  by  volumetric  assay,  showed 
that  trifling  errors  in  measuring  mean  considerable  differ- 
ence in  the  result,  and  that  the  apparatus  requires  much 
more  careful  usage  than  gravimetric  utensils.  The  solvents 
.and  other  chemicals  need  also  great  care  bestowed  on 
them.    The  gravimetric  methods,  on  the  other  hand,  are 
not  open  to  so  many  disadvantages  ;  and  if  the  time  taken 
Tto  carry  out  a  gravimetric  operation  is  longer,  it  does  not 
follow  that  the  pharmacist  is  employed  on  nothing  else  at 
the  same  time.    The  following  conclusions  were  then  laid 
before  the  Congress  : 

1.  Pharmacopoeias  should  indicate  exactly  the  manner  in 
■which  physical  constants  are  to  be  taken. 

2  Where  chemical  tests  are  concerned  the  reactions  shall, 
=  as  far  as  possible,  be  final,  leaving  no  margin  for  differences 
■■of    interpretation.    Such  terms    as    "muddy,  cloudy, 

"  opalescent  "  must  be  avoided. 

3  In  estimations,  only  normal  solutions  shall  be  used,  or 
>at  most  decinormal  solutions,  and  these  only  in  cases  where  the 

end-reaction  is  clearly  shown.        _        _  . 

4  In  assaying  alkaloids,  gravimetric  methods  shall  be 
■employed,  or  at  least  indicated,  along  with  volumetric  pro-

5.  All  the  methods  shall  be  tested  in  pharmacies  by  practical 
pharmacists. 

This  paper  elicited  an  animated  discussion,  in  which, 
among  others,  Mr.  Edmund  White  took  part.  He  explained 
that  he  was  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
■charged  with  reporting  on  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and 
■o-enerally  gave  his  adhesion  to  the  recommendations  sub- 
mitted by  Dr.  Schamelhout.  In  the  end  Professor  Bourquelot 
proposed  that  the  Congress  request  the  Belgian  Government 
to  summon  an  International  Conference,  at  the  earliest 


possible  moment,  in  which  practising  pharmacists  should  be 
represented,  and  that  that  Commission  be  charged  with 
the  unification  of  the  methods  of  analysis  of  toxic  remedies  ; 
and,  further,  that  this  International  Conference  should  in 
the  estimation  of  alkaloids  choose  gravimetric  processes  as 
far  as  possible.  On  being  put  by  the  Chairman,  M. 
Bourquelot's  proposition  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

Professor  Ranwez  then  took  the 
chair  before  the  following  report  was 
read  and  discussed  : — 

International  Unification  of 
Reagents. 

By  P.  Erculisse,  D.Sc.,  Ixelles. 
This  communication  was  entitled 
"A  Study  of  the  Proper  Means  of 
Attaining  International  Unification  of 
the  Composition  of  Reagents  to  Help 
the  Perusal  of  Pharmacopoeias  and 
Chemical  Works  and  to  Facilitate 
Analytical  Work."  Reference  was 
first  made  to  a  paper  by  Blockmann 
in  the  ' '  Berichte  der  Deutsche 
Chemische  Gesellschaf t  "  in  1890,  in 
which  was  emphasised  particularly 
the  effect  of  different  strengths  of  a 
test-solution.  The  system  of  Gauss 
and  Weber  of  fixing  the  strength  of  a 
solution  by  means  of  certain  arbitrary 
fundamentals— centimeter,  gramme, 
second — was  next  mentioned,  from 
which  was  developed  the  use  of 
normal  solutions — that  is,  solutions 
containing  in  each  litre  an  equivalent 
of  the  substance  in  grammes.  The  author  proposes  that 
these  solutions  be  generally  used  in  qualitative  work,  so 
that  the  reader  of  a  chemical  work  or  Pharmacopoeia  need 
have  no  doubt  as  to  the  strength  of  solution  to  employ. 
The  following  is  the  list  of  reagents  suggested,  the  weaker 
solutions  being  necessary  on  account  of  the  solubility  limit 
of  certain  salts  :

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M.  Leger  criticised  the  choice  of  semi-normal  solutions,  and 
said  that  they  should  be  free  to  select  normal,  semi-normal, 
or  centi-normal  solutions  if  they  wished  to  do  so.  In  the 
end  a  motion  was  unanimously  adopted  requesting  Pharma- 
copceial  commissions  to  adopt  normal  reagents  as  far  as 
possible  or  some  sub-multiple  of  normal. 

After  adjournment  for  lunch  the  section  resumed,  when 
there  was  taken  up  the  paper  on 

The  Sale  of  Proprietary  Disinfectants. 

By  Louis  Delaye,  Consulting  Chemist  to  the  Administra- 
tion of  the  Liege  Hospitals ;  Vice-President  of  the 
Royal  Society  of  Pharmacy,  Brussels ;  Secretary  of 
the  Society  of  Public  Health  and  Hygiene  of  the 
Province  of  Liege ;  Corresponding  Member  of  the 
Antwerp  Society  of  Pharmacy. 
The  full  title  of  this  report  is  "  Can  Steps  be  taken, 
either  by  Professional  Societies  or  Public  Bodies,  or  by  both 
acting  together,  to  Regulate  the  Sale  of  Specialised  Anti- 
septic Products,  in  order  to  ensure  the  integrity  of  com- 
mercial transactions  and  safeguard  the  interests  of  the 
public?  "    The  importance  of  the  subject  in  the  interests 
of  public  health  was  first  urged,  and  then,  after  a  few 
words  on  the  early  use  of  sulphur  as  a  disinfectant,  the 
extraordinary  growth  of  the  modern  industry  was  noted. 
The  uses  of  antiseptics  and  disinfectants  were  outlined, 
and  the  necessity  urged  of  guarding  against  the  employ- 
ment and  sale  of  inactive  disinfectants.    He  submitted  the 
following  conclusions  to  the  Congress  : 

In  order  to  ensure  good  faith  in  commercial  transactions,  to 
safeguard  the  interests  of  the  general  public,  and  as  a 
guarantee  of  public  safety  and  health,  the  Congress  deter- 
mines that  there  is  need  to  regulate  in  the  following  manner 
the  sale  of  antiseptics  and  specialised  disinfectants  : 

1.  Before  placing  their  products  on  the  market,  manufac- 
turers must  obtain  an  authorisation  from  the  Government, 
which  will  be  granted  after  notice  has  been  given  to  the 
Superior  Council  of  Hygiene  and  after  the  products  shall  have 
been  officially  tested  in  order  to  ascertain  their  efficacy  and 
ascertain  that  they  possess  the  properties  attributed  to  them 
in  the  instructions  which  accompany  the  disinfectant. 

2.  Authorised  products  to  be  sold  in  the  original  packages, 
which  must  bear  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller,  as  well 
as  the  date  of  manufacture.  They  will  bear  a  guarantee 
stamp  stating  that  the  product  has  received  official  sanction, 
and  will  be  accompanied  by  a  notice  setting  forth — 

(a)  The  proportion  of  the  active  principle  entering  into  the 
composition  of  the  disinfectant — i.e.,  bacteriological  strength. 

(£>)  The  manner  of  employing  the  product  in  order  to  obtain 
a  complete  disinfection. 

(c)  The  rules  to  be  observed  after  disinfecting  to  avoid  any 
further  contamination. 

3.  The  sale  of  specialised  disinfectants,  at  least  of  those 
indicated  as  possessing  therapeutic  properties,  or  containing 
poisons,  shall  be  exclusively  confined  to  pharmacists.  In  all 
cases  sellers  of  specialised  disinfectants  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  quality  and  the  preservation  of  the  products  sold  by 
them. 

4.  To  this  end  specialised  disinfectants  and  antiseptics  in 
commerce  shall  be  under  the  permanent  control  of  the  Govern- 
ment, which  may  at  any  time  take  samples  for  analysis,  as  in 
the  case  of  pharmaceutical  products,  foodstuffs  and  fertilisers, 
and  foodstuffs  for  cattle 

5.  The  Government  to  have  power  to  make  regulations 
regarding  the  procedure  of  official  control,  for  the  agreement 
to  be  signed  between  the  seller  and  the  State,  for  the  authorisa- 
tion to  sell,  and  for  the  retention  of  samples  for  testing- 
purposes  by  Government  agents,  in  order  to  safeguard  the 
interests  of  the  persons  concerned.  The  Government  to  notify 
modifications  of  the  regulations,  and  communicate  each  year 
to  the  medical  commissions  persons  authorised  to  practise  the 
healing  arts,  and  to  the  public  administrations  the  list  of 
authorised  antiseptic  products  and  specialised  disinfectants. 

Before  the  discussion  commenced  Mr.  E.  Saville  Peck 
contributed  a  statement  regarding  the  subject  discussed 
at  the  morning  sitting,  and  thereafter  ensued  what  turned 
out  to  be  the  liveliest  half-hour  of  the  section.  Great  dif- 
ference of  opinion  was  shown  as  to  the  recommendations, 
the  difficulty  being  to  distinguish  between  disinfectants 
which  can  be  sold  by  the  Continental  equivalent  of  oil- 
shops  and  those  sold  by  pharmacists  for  therapeutic  pur- 
poses, and  the  section  tied  itself  up  in  a  knot  that  required 
the  united  efforts  of  half  a  dozen  heads  to  unravel.  Ulti- 
mately the  recommendations  were  adopted  in  an  amended 
form,  the  final  vote  requiring  a  chemical  and  bacteriological 
analysis,  the  bottles  to  be  labelled  with  the  name  of  the 


manufacturer  as  well  as  the  vendor,  while  the  second 
sentence  in  recommendation  3  was  deleted. 

'Concurrently  with  Section  I.,  Section  II.  met  under  the 
presidency  of  Dr.  Le  Marinel,  Brussels.  This  section  was 
much  the  more  popular  of  the  two,  185  delegates  being 
present  at  the  opening  of  the  session.  The  first  subject 
discussed  was  presented  by  M.  Daminet — namely,  a  report 
on 

The  Regulation  of  the  Sale  of  Proprietaries. 

By  MM.  Breugelmans,  Daminet,  and  Staes,  Brussels. 
The  authors  first  defined  a  proprietary  article  as  "a 
pharmaceutical  product  presented  in  form  and  package 
always  identical,  and  intended  to  be  sold  to  the  public  in. 
the  original  package  at  a  certain  price,"  and  then  gave  a 
statement  of  the  question  of  price-cutting  and  the  means- 
which  have  been  adopted  or  proposed  to  deal  with  this  evil. 
The  authors  favoured  a  system  of  contracts  between  manu- 
facturers and  pharmaceutical  organisations,  the  members  of 
which  bind  themselves  by  proxy  to  adhere  to  the  sale-terms- 
Then  followed  an  account  of  the  laws  and  regulations  re- 
garding the  sale  of  specialities  in  the  various  countries.  In 
regard  to  England  the  following  particulars  were  given  : 

Authorised  Vendors. — The  sale  of  specialities,  as  well  as  all 
medicaments,  is  in  general  free.  The  exceptions  are  where 
the  proprietary  article  contains  a  poison  within  the  meaning 
of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act.  In  this  case  the  retail  sale 
is  restricted  to  pharmacists  registered  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain.  At  the  same  time,  agricultural  and 
horticultural  specialities  containing  poisons  may  be  sold  by 
persons  other  than  pharmacists  who  are  licensed  by  the  local 
authorities.  J 

Price-cutting  exists,  and  is  practised  chiefly  by  co-operative 
societies  and  stores,  as  well  as  by  a  large  number  of  pharma- 
cists.   The  sale-price  varies  according  to  the  locality. 

Price-maintenance  Schemes  are  those  of  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association,  and  contracts  made  direct  with; 
retailers  by  certain  proprietors. 

The  following  were  the  conclusions  placed  before  the 
Congress  : 

(a)  Price-cutting  is  pernicious  to  manufacturer  and  retailer 

alike. 

(b)  It  is  necessary  to  combat  price-cutting  by  the  organisa- 
tion of  a  system  of  regulation  in  each  country. 

(c)  The  drawing-up  of  the  regulations  and  the  system  of 
inspection  and  administration  to  be  in  charge  of  the  legally 
recognised  pharmaceutical  corporations  of  the  country. 

(d)  Each  country  to  adopt  distinctive  marks  to  indicate 
protected  articles,  these  to  follow  as  far  as  possible  the  data, 
discussed  at  the  Congress. 

(e)  Exported  specialities  to  follow  the  regulations  of  the 
countries  into  which  they  are  introduced,  and  as  far  as  possible 
to  be  packed  in  a  special  manner  for  each  country,  taking 
account  of  the  legal  exigencies  of  the  country,  of  the  language, 
and  of  the  provisions  of  the  local  Customs  authorities. 

(/)  Each  country  to  publish  a  tariff  of  price-protected 
specialities,  compiled  by  the  regulating  authority. 

(17)  An  International  Committee  of  Regulation  to  be  formed 
to  facilitate  the  extension  of  the  movement  and  to  enable  each 
country  to  benefit  from  the  experience  gained  by  other 
countries.  ... 

(h)  In  each  country  the  efforts  of  the  professional  associa- 
tions to  be  devoted  to  bringing  under  control  the  greatest 
number  of  specialities,  excepting  those  advertised  in  an  im- 
proper manner  and  anti-conception  products. 

A  supplemental  conclusion  was  that  "the  Congress  ex- 
presses an  earnest  desire  to  see  all  specialities  treated  as 
medicines,  and  the  sale  of  them  considered  a  monopoly  of 
pharmacists." 

The  discussion,  which  took  up  the  whole  forenoon,  was, 
very  animated  and  prolonged,  and  it  is  impossible  to 
summarise  the  opinions  expressed  by  the  five-and-twenty 
members  of  all  nationalities  (save  Britain).  In  the 
end  the  meeting  adopted  the  recommendations  of  the 
reporters,  with  some  slight  amendments.  Reference  might, 
be  specially  made  to  a  flamboyant  oration  by  M.  Gourdon 
(France),  who  in  a  long  speech  referred  to  the  incorrect 
method  in  which  certain  medico-pharmaceutical  specialities- 
are  advertised,  and  he  submitted  to  the  Congress  a  project 
for  obtaining  legislation  to  cope  with  this. 

After  lunch  the  Conference  resumed,  and  several  short 
reports  were  placed  before  the  meeting,  among  others  by 
M  Blomquist  (Sweden),  M.  A.  Cuerel  (Switzerland)  Mr. 
E   S   Peck  (Great  Britain),  and  MM.  Ansay  and  Faym, 
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Mr.  Peck's  contribution  containing  observations  and 
«xplanations  on  the  subject  of  the  sale  of  specialities  in 
England,  the  danger  to  pharmacy  in  the  speciality,  and  the 
necessity  for  regulating  selling-price. 

The  Congress  resumed  consideration  of  the  various  pro- 
posals submitted  by  the  members,  and  M.  Gourdon  again 
illuminated  the  discussion  by  further  developing  his 
proposition  for  legislative  enactments.  After  a  long  dis- 
cussion, taken  part  in  by  some  fifteen  members,  the  Congress 
unanimously  agreed  that  the  interests  of  the  health  and 
morals  of  the  community  demanded  that  in  every  country 
public  advertisements  of  pharmaceutical  specialities  should 
be  submitted  to  effective  control. 

Luncheon-parties. 
In  the  course  of  the  afternoon — not  only  of  this  day 
■(Friday),  but  of  various  other  days  during  the  Congress — 
Brussels  confreres  entertained  to  private  dejeuners 
small  parties  of  the  members,  and  in  this  way  a  very 
friendly  feeling  was  engendered  among  the  visitors.  M. 
Derneville's  party  was  at  the  Vert  Chasseur  and  M. 
Kusnick's  at  the  Taverne  Royale. 

Evening  Reception. 
On  the  invitation  of  the  Brussels  Royal  Society  of 
Pharmacy  the  members  of  the  Congress  attended  a  recep- 
tion in  the  Bourse,  where  addresses  were  delivered  by 
various  representative  pharmacists  and  a  gold  medal  was 
presented  to  Dr.  Schamelhout  by  President  Derneville. 
The  most  interesting  part  of  the  business  was  the  award 
of  the  prizes  offered  by  the  Society  for  the  best  plans  sent 
in  for  the  competition  as  to  the  arrangement  of  pharmacies. 
Eleven  competitors  had  sent  in  plans,  and  those  successful 
were  M.  Poignant,  pharmacien,  Goteborg,  Sweden,  and 
M.  Janssens,  pharmacien,  Liege,  while  diplomas  were 
awarded  to  pharmacists  in  Brussels,  Alexandria,  Cairo, 
Buda-Pesth,  Paris,  Turin,  and  Havre.  It  should  be  men- 
tioned also  that  the  list  of  honorary  and  corresponding 
members  of  the  Brussels  Society  was  read  out,  and  that  it 
was  strangely  out  of  date  as  regards  the  United  Kingdom. 

Saturday's  Proceedings. 

The  Conference  was  resumed  on  Saturday  morning  at 
9  o'clock,  and  in  the  scientific  section  a  number  of  papers 
were  read  by  their  authors  and  accepted  without  remark 
further  than  a  formal  vote  of  thanks  by  the  meeting.  These 
included 

Bio-chemical  Research  on  Glucosides. 

By  Prof.  E.  Bourquelot,  Paris. 

The  full  title  of  the  paper  was  "  A  New  Contribution  to 
the  Bio-chemical  Method  of  Research  on  Glucosides,  and 
its  Application  to  the  Study  of  Plants  in  Popular 
Medicine." 

This  proposal  consists  in  effect  of  the  hydrolysis  of  the: 
glucoside  and  subsequent  estimation  of  the  glucose  formed 
by  Fehling's  solution.  The  method  has  been  applied  to 
some  twenty  glucosides,  half  of  which  had  been  discovered 
in  Bourquelot' s  laboratory,  and  the  figures  of  the  analyses 
were  given. 

Following  this,  Professor  Herissey,  of  the  Paris  School 
of  Pharmacy,  submitted  a  paper  describing  a  method  for 
obtaining  pure  arbutin,  and  M.  Leger,  pharmacien,  Paris, 
gave  a  very  interesting  paper  on  "  The  Constitution  of  the 
Aloins,"  in  the  course  of  which  he  showed  a  beautiful 
collection  of  specimens. 

New  Method  of  Preparing  Extracts. 
By  Prof.  Perrot  and  M.  Goris,  Paris 

Professor  Perrot  described  this  new  method  elaborated 
by  himself  and  M.  Goris,  pharmacien,  Paris,  for  the 
sterilisation  of  plants  and  their  extractive  products.  (See 
C.  <t  D.,  July  2,  p.  23.)  The  paper  was  illustrated  by  most 
beautiful  specimens  of  preserved  flowers  and  leaves,  both 
as  such  and  in  powder,  in  which  the  colours  and  odours 
were  maintained  in  a  perfect  condition  after  many  months. 
The  process  consists  essentially  in  dissolving  out  of  the 
drug  its  diastase  or  enzyme  by  means  of  the  vapour  of 
boiling  alcohol  at  reduced  pressure,  which  is  allowed  to 
act  for  three  minutes.  This  at  once  removes  the  agent 
that  produces  decomposition  of  the  glucoside  or  other 
active  principle,  and  the  result  is  a  perfectly  permanent 


drug.  Moreover,  in  certain  drugs,  such  as  digitalis,  the 
glucosides  are  then  soluble  in  water,  and  these  solutions, 
when  kept  in  sterile  conditions,  retain  their  physiological 
activity  permanently. 

Pepsin  Assay. 

A  paper  was  then  submitted  by  M.  Moller,  of  Copen- 
hagen, bearing  the  title  "  International  Determination  of 
Colours,"  and  thereafter  M.  Hercod  (London)  read  the 
paper  by  himself  and  Mr.  Maben  on  the  assay  of  pepsin, 
which  was  given  in  full  in  the  C.  <£■  D.,  September  3,  p.  371. 

The  reading  of  this  paper  was  followed  by  a  highly 
interesting  discussion,  initiated  by  Professor  Bourquelot, 
and  taken  part  in  by  the  Chairman,  Professor  Herissey,  and 
several  others.    Professor  Bourquelot  pointed  out  that  the 
question  was  very  complex  and  difficult.    He  stated  that 
when  pepsin  is  heated  beyond  a  certain  point  it  loses 
its  peptonising  power  but  retains  its  power  of  dissolving 
albumin,  and  therefore  it  is  advisable  to  adopt  some 
method  of  determining  the  end-products  of  the  test.  He 
suggested  that  the  whole  question  should  be  remitted  to 
the  Committee  appointed  on  the  previous  day.    To  this 
M.  Hercod  said  he  was  perfectly  agreeable.    What  was 
wanted  was  a  definite  international  standard,  and  the 
authors  were  not  wedded  to  any  particular  process,  so  that 
they  were  quite  willing  to  accept  Professor  Bourquelot's 
proposal.    One  speaker  thereupon  objected  to  overloading 
the  Committee ;  but  Professor  Herissey  strongly  supported 
the  proposal.    He  pointed  out  that  the  subject  was  a  most 
important  one.     The  disfavour  into  which  pepsin  has 
fallen  and  the  reason  why  doctors  are  giving  up  prescrib- 
ing it  are  due  to  the  low  quality  of  the  ferments  dispensed, 
and  it  is  important  to  suppress  the  diluted  products 
which  abound  on  the  market  and  to  place  in  the  hands  of 
the  medical  and  pharmaceutical  professions  a  product  of 
real  therapeutic  value  in  cases  of  dyspepsia,  etc.  Ultimately 
Professor  Bourquelot's  motion  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

The  last  paper  for  the  day  in  this  section  was  on 
The  Advisability  of  Pharmacists  Preparing  their 

own  Galenicals. 
By   W.    Duliere,    Inspector-Principal    of    Pharmacies ; 
Corresponding   Member  of  the  Royal  Academy  of 
Medicine. 

Galenical  medicines  which  owe  their  activity  to  definite 
principles  can  readily  be  analysed,  but  the  control  of  pre- 
parations of  plants  the  composition  of  which  has  not  been 
well  established  is  difficult  and  sometimes  impossible.  Again, 
where  Pharmacopoeias  fix  certain  characters  as  a  guarantee, 
these  may  be  rendered  valueless  owing  to  the  presence  of 
other  drugs.  Nor  is  the  alkaloidal  content  of  a  drug 
always  a  measure  of  its  quality.  The  author  then  reviewed 
the  various  classes  of  galenicals — tinctures,  extracts,  and 
ointments — especially  ref  erring  to  vegetable  powders,  where 
the  greatest  difficulty  is  shown  in  judging  the  quality  of  the 
original  drugs.  The  amount  of  extractive  matter  in  tinc- 
tures is  important,  but  some  Pharmacopoeias,  notably  the 
new  French  Codex  and  the  German  Pharmacopoeia,  are 
silent  on  this  subject. 

M.  Duliere's  official  position  made  this  paper  extremely 
important  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  Belgian  pharmacist, 
and  there  was  a  lively  discussion.  Most  of  the  speakers 
agreed  that  it  was  advantageous  to  the  pharmacist  to  make 
his  galenicals  whenever  possible.  M.  Lepage  (Brussels) 
pointed  out  that  there  were  certain  drugs  which  it  was  now 
agreed  could  only  be  standardised  physiologically,  such 
as  digitalis,  ergot,  and  strophanthus,  and  in  such  cases 
the  pharmacist  was  not  in  a  position  to  guarantee  the 
quality  of  galenicals  made  by  himself.  In  the  end  the 
Congress  agreed  unanimously  that  the  pharmacist  should, 
"where  possible,"  prepare  his  own  galenicals. 

The  second  section  met  under  the  presidency  of  M. 
Haazen,  President  of  the  Antwerp  Society  of  Pharmacy, 
and  resumed  consideration  of  the  question  of 

Trade  Marks  and  Patents. 
which  had  been  introduced  on  the  previous  day.  After 
discussion  a  motion,  proposed  by  Professor  Behal  and 
seconded  by  M.  Collard,  was  adopted,  to  the  effect  that 
professional  associations  in  different  countries  should  study 
the  question,  with  a  view  to  the  matter  being  formally 
1  discussed  at  the  following  International  Congress. 
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The  next  subject  taken  up  was 

An  International  Association  of  Pharmaceutical 

Societies. 

A  Report  presented  in  the  name  of  the  Netherlands  Society 
of  Pharmacy  by  J.  J.  Hofman  (La  Hague)  and  R. 
Schoepp  (Maastricht). 
At  a  general  meeting  of  the  Netherlands  Society  of 
Pharmacy,  held  at  Alkmaar  in  July  1909,  the  Limburg 
branch  proposed  the  establishment  of  a  central  bureau 
with  the  object  of  forming  an  International  Association 
of  Societies  of  Pharmacy.  The  Amsterdam  branch  carried 
an  amendment  that  the  subject  be  referred  to  the  Inter- 
national Congress,  and  J.  J.  Hofman  and  R.  Schoepp  were 
commissioned  to  report  on  the  subject.  Mr.  Hofman 
reported  that  the  state  of  pharmacy  has  not  improved  in 
proportion  to  its  scientific  development  and  greater  respon- 
sibilities. On  the  contrary,  there  has  been  a  lowering  of 
social  position,  less  appreciation  of  pharmacists,  and  a 
diminution  of  the  esteem  to  which  they  are  entitled.  After 
referring  the  claims  of  pharmacists  to  the  consideration 
of  the  public,  the  author  mentioned  the  causes  of  the 
decline  of  pharmacy  as  being  : 

(1)  Insufficient  legislation  and  neglect  of  existing  laws. 

(2)  Sale  of  medicines  by  incompetent  persons. 

(3)  Authorisation  in  several  countries  for  medical  men  to 
open  pharmacies. 

(4)  Fewer  prescriptions  for  medicines  by  doctors,  together 
with  the  employment  of  specialities  by  medical  men. 

(5)  Amelioration  of  hygienic  conditions,  and,  in  this  regord, 
neglect  of  the  pharmacist  in  his  quality  as  chemist-hygienist. 

(6)  Growth  of  medical-aid  societies. 

(7)  Extension  of  chemical  industry  into  the  domain  of  medi- 
cine, together  with  the  preparation  of  many  medicines  in 
tablet  form  and  in  ampoules,  which  allows  them  to  be  delivered 
at  once.  .  , 

(8)  The  effect  of  legal  restrictions  regarding  octrois  ana 
trade-marks  in  the  domain  of  medicine. 

The  symptoms  of  the  malady  which  has  attacked 
pharmacy  are  that  the  place  of  business  has  become  one 
where  goods  of  all  kinds  are  sold,  rather  than  a  place  where 
medicaments  are  sold ;  the  commercial  exploitation  of 
pharmacy  with  a  pharmacist  in  a  subordinate  _  position ; 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  specialities ;  decline  in  the 
social  position  of  pharmacists;  and  insufficent  remunera- 
tion. The  author  then  outlined  the  duties  and  organisation 
of  the  proposed  Association.  An  International  Executive 
composed  of  delegates  from  national  associations  would 
arrange  the  place  of  meeting  and  the  subjects  for  discus 
sion,  and  be  authorised  to  appoint  a  president,  four  vice 
presidents,  and  a  general  and  assistant  secretary.  There 
would  be  permanent  headquarters,  but  meetings  could  be 
held  elsewhere,  as  decided  by  the  executive. 

The  report  of  R.  Schoepp,  which  followed,  was  m 
similar  strain.  He  began  with  an  historical  reference  to 
pharmacy,  which  up  to  the  thirteenth  century  was  almost 
entirely  in  the  hands  of  doctors.  The  first  pharmacy  in 
Europe  was  that  established  at  Salerno  in  1150.  There  exist 
records  of  a  pharmacy  at  Bois  le  Due  in  1320,  and  one 
was  founded  in  Berlin  in  1481  as  a  privilege  from  the 
Elector  Frederic  II.  The  first  school  of  medicine  was 
that  of  Salerno,  but  it  was  at  Montpelier  that  the  first 
pharmacy  was  established  soon  after  1289,  when  the  doctors 
found  they  had  not  time  to  spare  to  learn  pharmacy,  so 
they  abandoned  it  to  specially  instructed  persons.  At 


the  end  of  this  report  was  also  given  an  outline  of  the 
objects  and  by-laws  of  the  proposed  Association. 

After  considerable  discussion,  in  the  course  of  which 
M.  Van  Ledden-Hulsenbosch  assured  the  Congress,  on 
behalf  of  the  Dutch  Minister  of  Home  Affairs,  that  the 
proposal  had  the  moral  support  of  the  Dutch  Government, 
and  that  they  would  be  happy  to  see  The  Hague  chosen  as 
the  seat  of  that  association,  the  proposal  was  adopted, 
and  a  Commission  was  appointed  to  consider  and  report 
on  Monday  as  to  the  constitution  of  a  permanent  committee. 
This  Commission  consisted  of  Messrs.  Hoffman  and  Schoepp 
and  representatives  of  Italy,  Belgium,  Switzerland, 
Roumania,  Polish  Russia,  Chili,  Spain,  Austria,  Japan, 
and  Argentina.  Unfortunately,  owing  to  the  absence  of  the 
British  delegates,  no  representatives  were  named  for  Great 
Britain.  In  this  section  there  was  also  discussed  the 
following  interesting  report  : 


Pharmaceutical  Representation  on  Pharmacopoeia!!! 
Commissions. 

By  Dr.  L.  Vatjdin,  Paris. 
This  was  a  report  on  "the  advisability  and  necessity 
of  a  large  representation  of  pharmacists  on  the  Commis- 
sions charged  with  the  preparation  of  the  Codex  and  the- 
International  Pharmacopoeia."    In  France  for  many  years- 
the  Codex  was  a  list  of  simple  medicines  found  in  phar- 
macies,  with  a  collection  of   formulae  to  ensure  that 
medicaments  should  be  always  identical.    From  the  Paris 
Pharmacopoeia  of  1748  to  the  Codex  of  1866  this  was  the 
spirit  in  which  the  book  was  drawn  up,  and,  with  the- 
exception  of  the  estimation  of  cherry-laurel  water  and 
cinchona,  in  the  last-named  Codex  no  processes  were  given 
for  assaying.    The  Commission  which  prepared  the  1866' 
Codex  consisted  of  seven  professors  of  medicine,  five 
professors  of  pharmacy,  a  member  of  the  Academy  of 
Medicine,  and  three  members  of  the  Paris  Society  of 
Pharmacy.    The  Commission  of  the  1884  Codex  and  the- 
Supplement  of  1895  had  upon  it  two  practical  pharmacists, 
and  more  assay-processes  were  introduced.     The  1908; 
Codex    has    shown  the 
addition     of  numerous 
identity  characters,  more 
assay-processes,  and  new 
tests.    The  Commission 
consisted  of  four  profes- 
sors of  medicine,  seven 
of  pharmacy,  four  mem- 
bers of  the  Academy  of 
Medicine,  a  hospital  phar- 
macist, and  two  practis- 
ing   pharmacists.  This 
augmentation  of  pharma- 
cists was  brought  about 
through  a  letter  addressed 
to  the  Minister  of  Instruc- 
tion by  the  General  Asso- 
ciation of  French  Pharma- 
cists,  and  has  resulted, 
the  author  claimed,  in  a 
much    improved  Codex. 
The  General  Association, 
however,   still   desire  to 
see    represented    on  the 
Commission  provincial 
pharmacists   and  profes- 
sors.     The    author    hoped    that    this    attitude  would! 
be  appreciated  by  the  Congress.    With  a  proper  repre- 
sentation of  the  practising  element — pharmacists,  manu- 
facturers, and  wholesale  druggists — a  correct  selection  of 
medicaments  would  be  made,  reasonable  limits  of  purity- 
would  be  laid  down,  and  the  assay  of  products  by  pharma- 
cists would  be  facilitated. 

The  paper  was  read  and  enlarged  upon  by  M.  Collard, 
and,  after  communications  on  this  subject  had  been  received 
from  Messrs.  White  (London)  and  Otto  Raubenheimer 
(Brooklyn,  N.Y.),  M.  Collard's  proposals  were  unanimously 
adopted.  Mr.  White,  in  his  paper,  agreed  with  M.  Collard, 
and  gave  some  account  of  what  is  being  done  in  Great 
Britain  in  connection  with  the  preparation  of  the  next 
edition  of  the  "  British  Pharmacopoeia." 

Visit  to  the  Exhibition. 
Luncheon-parties  were  again  held  at  midday.  M. 
Kusnick  entertained  a  party  of  Government  delegates  and! 
Dr.  Schamelhout  other  foreign  visitors.  In  the  afternoon 
the  members  visited  the  Exhibition  to  inspect  the  exhibits 
in  Class  87— Chemical  and  Pharmaceutical  Arts.  A  start 
was  made  with  the  French  Section,  and  from  thence  the 
party  passed  to  those  of  Italy  and  Germany.  Regrets  were 
freely  expressed  that  the  fine  exhibits  of  Great  Britain 
and  Belgium  had  been  destroyed.  ,

In  the  evening  a  visit  was  paid  to  the  Palais  d'Ete, 
the  rule  was  "early  to  bed,"  in  view  of  the  excursions, 
which  were  to  begin  at  an  early  hour  on  the  morrow. 
Excursion  to  Antwerp. 
In  response  to  the  invitation  of  the  Antwerp  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  some  250  ladies  and  gentlemen  went  to 
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M.  Achille  De  Cock, 
Alderman  of  Ostend.    Owns  the 
Pharmacie  Centrale  in  the  Rue 
des  Soeurs  Blanches. 


Antwerp  on  Sunday  morning.  Unfortunately  the  forenoon 
was  wet ;  but,  notwithstanding  this,  a  thoroughly  enjoyable 
day  was  spent.  The  200  visitors  were  received  by  M. 
Haazen,  the  President  of  the  Antwerp  Society,  and  under 
the  efficient  conductorship  of  local  members  were  shown 
in  turn  the  Zoological  Gardens,  the  Picture  Gallery,  the 
Museum  Plantin,  where  are  preserved  the  actual  types, 
blocks,  and  presses  used  by  Plantin  and  his  descendants, 
a  famous  printing  firm,  from  the  sixteenth  to  the  nineteenth 
century.  Here,  too,  are  some  magnificent  specimens  of 
Gobelin  tapestry.  The  cathedral  was  visited,  and  the 
three  famous  pictures  by  Rubens  were  seen — "  The  Descent 
from  the  Cross,"  "  The  Elevation  of  the  Cross,"  and  "  The 
Assumption  of  the  Virgin" — and  also  Franken's  famous 

painting,  "  Christ  among 
the  Doctors  in  the 
Temple."  The  members 
of  the  Congress  visited 
the  Town  Hall,  where 
they  were  received  by  the 
communal  authorities ; 
and  thereafter  the  Ant- 
werp Society  held  the  ad- 
journed meeting  in  cele- 
bration of  the  seventy- 
fifth  anniversary  of  the 
foundation  of  the  Society, 
in  the  course  of  which  a 
large  number  of  honorary 
members  were  elected, 
these  including  Messrs. 
White  and  Peck,  the  dele- 
gates of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  to  the  Brus- 
sels Congress.  Embarking 
on  the  Emeraude  for  an 
excursion  on  the  river 
Scheldt,  the  company 
spent  a  very  pleasant 
_         ,  ,.        ,   .  afternoon   on   board,  an 

excellent  dinner  being  provided  for  the  guests.  Returning 
to  Antwerp  about  6  o'clock,  some  members  enjoyed  a 
concert  at  the  Zoological  Gardens  and  others  took  train 
lor  Brussels,  while  a  few  had  the  privilege  of  viewing 
the  remarkable  collection  of  ancient  apothecaries'  pots  and 
mortars  and  old  Pharmacopoeias  in  the  possession  of  M 
<Comem,  which  was  described  some  years  ago  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist.  Everyone  without  exception 
-enjoyed  the  excursion  to  the  fullest  extent. 

Visit  to  Ostend. 
Another  large  section  of  the  Congress,  upwards  of  200 
m  number,  went  to  Ostend  on  the  invitation  of  the 
Brussels  Society.  Here  also  a  reception  was  held  at  the 
Hotel  de  Ville  and  addresses  delivered  by  various  members 
oi  the  Congress.  An  excellent  dinner  was  served  in  the 
magnificent  Kursaal  and  congratulatory  speeches  delivered 
by  Messrs.  Kusnick,  de  Cock,  and  Decrcemer.  Thereafter 
the  company  had  a  car-ride  to  the  West  End,  in  a  storm 
of  rain,  and  later  on  enjoyed  a  concert  in  the  Kursaal. 

Monday's  Proceedings. 

The  Congress  opened  on  the  closing  day  at  9  a.m.,  and 
Professor  Herissey  (Paris)  took  the  chair  in  the  scientific 
section.  The  question  of  physiological  standardisation  and 
the  relationship  of  the  Congress  thereto  was  again  taken 
up,  and  m  the  course  of  the  discussion  Professor  Bourquelot 
put  forward  a  proposal  that  permanent  Pharmacopoeia 
Commissions  ought  once  a  year  to  publish  a  supplement 
giving  an  official  account  of  scientific  progress,  so  that 
pharmacists  might  be  able  to  introduce  preparations  made 
m  accordance  with  such  recent  discoveries  as  had  in  this 
way  received  semi-official  sanction.  M.  Lepage  considered 
that  this  was  an  admirable  solution  of  the  difficulty  which 
confronted  pharmacists,  and  he  proposed  the  following 
motion,  which  was  accepted  by  M.  Bourquelot  and  unani- 
mously agreed  to,  namely,  that  it  was  desirable  that  per- 
manent Pharmacopoeia  Commissions  should  publish  each 
year  a  supplement  in  which  an  account  would  be  given  of 
true  (veritable)  progress. 


Coprology  for  Pharmacists. 

By  C.  Jonas,  Vice-President  of  the  Royal  Society  of 
Pharmacy,  Brussels ;  Member  of  the  Medical  Com- 
mission of  the  City  of  Brussels ;  Judge  of  the  Com- 
mercial Court. 

The  full  title  of  this  report  is  "  The  Necessity  of  Insti- 
tuting in  Schools  of  Pharmacy  Courses  on  the  Macroscopy, 
Microscopy,  and  Chemistry  of  Natural  and  Pathological 
Secretions  from  a  Clinical  Point  of  View."  The  paper  dealt 
especially  with  coprology,  or  the  examination  of  the  in- 
testines ;  the  author  stating  that  the  intestinal  diagnosis,  a 
very  difficult  subject,  would  thereby  be  facilitated. 
Coprology  is  employed  a  little  in  Germany,  Russia,  England 
and  France,  but  is  not  yet  appreciated  at  its  full  value, 
because  it  has  been  approached  from  the  chemical  side 
rather  than  from  the  macroscopic  and  microscopic  point  of 
view.  On  this  account,  only  slow  progress  has  been  made  in 
coprology.  For  the  macroscopic  examination  of  faeces  the 
author  recommerded  pharmacists  to  purchase  one  of  Boas's 
apparatus,  which  readily  enables  minute  examination  to 
be  made  for  discovering  the  presence  of  hepatic  calculus 
or  food-residues.  The  apparatus  is  a  form  of  double  sieve 
through  which  water  can  be  run,  and  has  an  arrangement 
for  stirring  the  contents.  The  macroscopic  examination 
must  be  carried  on  in  conjunction  with  a  microscopic  ex- 
amination if  one  wishes  fully  to  determine  the  conditions 
of  normal  digestion  and  to  gauge  the  digestive  capacity. 
The  microscopic  examination  is  not  difficult,  minute  por- 
tions of  fresh  fecal  matter  being  examined  direct  and  in 
water,  glycerin,  and  iodised  glycerin.  The  last  part  of 
the  paper  dealt  with  the  chemical  examination,  and  briefly 
outlined  the  following  tests  :  Reaction,  the  sublimate  test 
(for  bile-salts),  fermentation  test,  albumen  and  blood 
tests.  Because  it  is  necessary  to  carry  on  these  tests  in  a 
well-equipped  laboratory  was  urged  as  a  reason  why  phar- 
macists should  specialise  in  the  subject. 

Dr.  L.  Grimbert,  of  the  Paris  Superior  School  of  Phar- 
macy, followed  with  a  paper  on  the  same  subject.  He 
urged  the  necessity  of  the  collaboration  of  pharmacist  and 
medical  man,  and  of  entrusting  chemical  research  to  phar- 
macists whose  training  specially  fits  them  for  such  work. 
This  collaboration  has  existed  in  the  Paris  hospitals  for 
some  time,  where  the  pharmacists  undertake  chemical 
analysis.  Pathological  chemistry,  however,  is  a  subject 
which  requires  a  special  education,  or  the  chemist  may 
overlook  matters  important  from  a  diagnostic  point  which 
may  have  grave  consequences  to  the  patient.  A  chair  of 
biological  chemistry  has  recently  been  created  at  the  Paris 
Superior  School  of  Pharmacy,  and  Dr.  Grimbert  gave  the 
syllabus  of  the  course  of  study.  The  syllabus  was  divided 
into  sections  dealing  with  general  principles,  urine, 
coprology,  gastric  juice,  the  blood,  physiological  and  patho- 
logical liquids,  saliva,  and  human  milk. 

The  discussion  on  these  two  papers  was  marked  by  a 
long  and  able  speech  by  M.  Llaguet,  Bordeaux,  who  had 
had  great  experience  in  the  analysis  of  faecal  materials. 
Professor  Grimbert  amused  the  meeting  by  characterising 
the  stomach  as  the  "  darkest  Africa  "  of  physiology.  Mr. 
Edmund  White,  in  a  few  remarks,  referred  to  the  fact 
that  in  England  analysis  such  as  was  advocated  by  M. 
Jonas  and  Professor  Grimbert  is  undertaken  in  clinical 
laboratories  conducted  by  medical  men,  and  that  it  is 
rarely  undertaken  by  pharmacists.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  has  recently  obtained  power  to 
enforce  a  curriculum  on  the  students  preparing  for  examina- 
tion, and  Mr.  White  was  understood  to  say  that  it  was 
proposed  to  institute  a  course  in  physiological  chemistry. 

In  the  professional  section  the  business  included  the 
discussion  of  a  paper  on 

Limitation  of  Pharmacies. 

By  Andre  Langrand,  Paris. 

This  was  a  report  on  the  results  of  limiting  pharmacies. 
The  author  said  that  in  those  countries  where  there  is 
limitation  of  the  practice  of  pharmacy  the  position  of  the 
pharmacist  is  not  only  honourable  and  honoured,  but 
prosperous  and  envied ;  medicines  are  supplied  at  a  fixed 
tariff  of  uniform  and  irreproachable  quality,  and  much  scien- 
tific work  is  undertaken  in  the  laboratory,  which  contributes 
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to  the  progress  of  science  and  enlarges  the  scop©  of  the 
industry  of  chemical  products.  On  the  contrary,  in  those 
countries  where  the  exercise  of  pharmacy  is  free,  the 
position  of  the  pharmacist  nearly  always  precarious  or  un- 
happy, medicaments  are  sold  at  arbitrary  prices  and  present 
variations  in  price  and  quality,  of  which  the  public  is  the 
victim ;  research  work  in  the  laboratories  diminishes,  and 
the  chemical  industry  of  medicaments  is  crippled.  The 
Italian  Government  has  recently,  in  the  interests  of  public 
health,  succeeded  in  establishing  the  regime  of  limitation. 
The  points  put  before  the  Congress  as  those  necessary  for 
limiting  pharmacies  are  : 

(1)  As  a  preliminary,  the  prohibition  of  the  opening  of  new 
pharmacies  without  authority. 

(2)  Fixation  of  the  number  of  pharmacists  according  to  the 
number  of  inhabitants,  or  according  to  the  density  of  the 
population. 

(3)  Remunerative  tariff  fixed  by  the  Schools  of  Pharmacy, 
Pharmaceutical  Societies,  or  Special  Commissions. 

(4)  Buying-out  and  closing  superfluous  pharmacies. 

(5)  Organisation  of  a  fund  for  redemption  of  such  phar- 
macies, the  capital  to  be  provided  by  those  pharmacists  whose 
businesses  are  to  remain. 

(6)  Conferring  the  privilege  of  opening  a  pharmacy  by  merit. 

Limitation  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  public,  and 
result  in  the  progress  of  chemical  and  pharmaceutical 
science.  The  General  Syndicate  of  French  Pharmacists 
on  July  5,  1910,  passed  a  resolution  in  favour  of  the 
principle  of  the  limitation  of  pharmacies. 

With  reference  to  this  an  interesting  discussion  followed, 
and  it  was  agreed  that  the  International  Association  should 
furnish  information  to  such  countries  as  were  affected  by 
the  regulations  now  in  force. 

The  closing  sitting  of  the  Conference  was  held  at 
2.30  p.m.  on  Monday,  M.  Kusnick  presiding  at  the  outset. 
Dr.  Schamelhout  read  a  precis  of  the  work  done  during 
the  Conference,  and  congratulatory  speeches  were  made 
by  delegates  from  various  European  countries,  with,  again, 
the  notable  exception  of  Great  Britain.  Those  who  spoke 
were  Dr.  Hans  Heger,  Vienna  ;  M.  Langrand,  Ex-President 
of  the  Syndicate  General  of  French  Pharmacists  (who  pre- 
sented a  medal  to  M.  Derneville,  President  of  the  Con- 
gress) ;  M.  Van  Ledden-Hulsebosch,  'Holland ;  and  M. 
Klossowskie,  Warsaw. 

Banquet. 

A  grand  banquet  was  given  in  the  evening  to  the  members 
of  the  Congress,  when  upwards  of  200  sat  down  to  a  mag- 
nificent repast  in  the  five  tea-rooms  of  the  Taverne  Royale. 
Unfortunately  the  space  was  limited,  and  many  members 
were  unable  to  secure  cards  of  admission.  At  the  Presi- 
dent's table  we  observed  M.  Beco,  the  Governor  of  Brabant, 
and  various  official  delegates  from  the  foreign  governments  ; 
among  whom  was  Mr.  Reid  Hunt,  Washington.  Owing 
to  the  indisposition  of  M.  Derneville,  M.  Kusnick  presided, 
and  he  gave  as  the  first  toast  the  Ministers  of  Foreign 
Affairs,  Fine  Arts,  Post  Office  and  Telegraphs,  and  Agri- 
culture, coupling  with  it  the  name  of  M.  Beco,  who  in 
Teplying  made  sympathetic  reference  to  the  illness  of  M. 
Derneville.  Other  toasts  were  proposed  or  replied  to  by 
M.  Vaudin,  I  ranee;  M.  Enell,  Sweden;  M.  Collard, 
France;  M.  Haazen,  Antwerp;  M.  A.  Derneville,  who 
proposed  the  toast  of  the  Press,  which  was  replied  to  by 
M.  Bernier,  Editor  of  the  Etoile  Beige;  M.  Rousseau, 
France ;  M.  Vef  ik  Effendi,  Turkey ;  Professor  Wefers- 
Bettinck,  Utrecht;  M.  Griggi  and  M.  Boniscontro,  Italy; 
and  M.  Volanski,  Roumania. 

Visit  to  the  Solvay.  Institute. 

On  Tuesday  morning  the  members  were  conveyed  in 
special  tramcars  to  the  fine  institute  presented  by  M. 
Solvay  a  few  years  ago  to  the  University  of  Brussels,  and 
devoted  to  scientific  research,  principally  physical  and 
chemical,  though  a  very  important  work  is  carried  on  in 
it  in  connection  with  the  treatment  of  patients  suffering 
from  hydrophobia.  The  visitors  were  received  by  Dr. 
Bordet,  Director  of  the  Provincial  Institutes,  who,  to- 
gether with  M.  Erculisse,  gave  a  very  interesting  account 
of  the  work  carried  on. 

In  the  afternoon  a  large  number  of  members  visited  the 
dairy   factory    "La    Nutricia "    at   Laeken,    where  the 


sterilisation  of  milk,  the  preparation  of  condensed  milk, 
and  kindred  industries  were  fully  explained. 

In  the  evening,  on  the  invitation  of  the  Communal 
Council  of  Brussels,  a  large  company  attended  a  "rout'" 
at  the  Hotel  de  Ville. 

Excursion  to  Bruges. 
On  Wednesday  a  number  of  the  members  of  the  Congress- 
visited  Bruges  on  the  invitation  of  the  Bruges  pharmacists. 
The  company,  which  included  Professor  Klobb  (of  the 
Nancy  School  of  Pharmacy),  Messrs.  Haagen  and  Van* 
Schoor  (Antwerp),  Mr.  Maben  (London),  and  representa- 
tives from  Ghent,  Liege,  Charleroi,  Amsterdam,  Mont- 
pellier,  with  several  ladies,  were  met  at  the  station  by 
M.  Deleu  (Bruges),  who,  with  his  confreres,  conducted  the 
party  over  many  of  the  more  intresting  of  the  Bruges 
monuments.  Amongst  other  places  visited  of  special 
interest  to  pharmacists  was  the  pharmacy  of  the  Hospital 
of  St.  John,  an  institution  which  was  founded  in  the

where  a  rout  was  held  on  September  6,  is  the  most  interesting 
building  in  Brussels.  It  is  situated  in  the  Grand  Place,  one  of 
the  finest  medieval  squares  in  existence.  The  principal  facade  was 
begun  in  1402,  and  the  tower  was  completed  in  1454.  The  open 
spire  terminates  in  a  gilded  figure  of  the  Archangel  Michael, 
16  ft.  in  height,  which  serves  as  a  vane.  The  interior  contains 
some  very  fine  apartments  and  many  historic  portraits  of  cele- 
brities of  Brussels. 


twelfth  century.  The  pharmacy  contained  numerous 
examples  of  old  pots  and  mortars,  together  with  some 
exceptionally  fine  carved  furniture.  The  peregrinations 
of  the  visitors  were  interrupted  at  midday  for  the  pur- 
pose of  partaking  of  a  substantial  lunch,  and  in  the  even- 
ing a  dinner  was  given  to  the  visitors  at  the  Grand  Hotel 
du  Sablon.  After  dinner,  speeches  were  delivered  by 
various  members,  amongst  others  by  Mr.  Maben,  whose 
address  was  translated  by  M.  Heunders.  In  the  course  of 
his  remarks  Mr.  Maben  said  he  had  for  the  first  time  seen 
some  of  the  great  cities  of  Belgium  in  connection  with 
his  visit  to  the  Congress— Brussels,  the  capital,  with  its- 
magnificent  buildings  and  its  great  Exhibition  ;  Antwerp, 
the  strenuous  representative  of  the  modern  commercial 
spirit;  and  last,  but  not  least,  Bruges,  a  survival  of  a 
great  and  glorious  past  when  the  city  was  one  of  the  most 
important  in  the  civilised  world.     He  had  only  been  a 
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few  hours  in  Bruges,  but  it  would  take  a  month  to  see  it 
properly,  and  even  then  its  magnificent  treasures  could 
only  have  been  half  explored.  He  wished,  before  bidding 
them  good-bye,  to  say  how  much  he  had  appreciated  the 
opportunity  of  meeting  so  many  eminent  men  and  of  enjoy- 
ing the  generous  hospitality  of  the  pharmacists  of  Brussels, 
Antwerp,  and  Bruges,  and  concluded  with  the  sentiment 
"Vive  la  pharmacie  Brugoise."  (Applause.) 
To-day  (Thursday)  the  excursion  to  Ghent  took  place. 

Personalia. 

Mr.  Albert  Derneville,  one  of  the  Presidents  of  the 
Congress,  was  born  at  Houdeng-Goegnies  (Belgium)  on 
October  8,  1861.  He  studied  at  the  University  of  Louvain, 
where  he  obtained  his  University  degree,  and  took  one  of 
the  old-established  pharmacies  of  Brussels.  He  became  a 
member  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Pharmacy  in  Brussels, 
and  afterwards  became  Treasurer,  this  being  followed  in 
1895  by  his  appointment  as  President.  From  this  time 
he  has  devoted  himself  wholeheartedly  to  the  interests  of 
the  pharmaceutical  body.  He  became  successively  Pre- 
sident of  the  Syndical  Chamber  of  Pharmacy  of  Brussels 
and  President  of  the  National  Assurance,  a  society  which 
insures  pharmacists  against  accidents  in  the  exercise  of 
their  profession.  He  has  now  been  nominated  Vice-Pre- 
sident of  the  General  Pharmaceutical  Association  of 
Belgium.  Holding  one  of  the  most  important  wholesale 
and  retail  businesses  in  Brussels — his  pharmacy  is  at 
66  Boulevard  de  Waterloo — his  services  have  been 
much  sought  after  in  connection  with  exhibitions.  He 
was  made  a  Laureate  of  the  "  Grand  Concours  "  at  the 
Brussels  Exhibition  1888,  and  organised  the  exhibition 
held  in  connection  with  the  National  Congress  of  Phar- 
macy at  Brussels  in  1895.  He  afterwards  acted  as  Pre- 
sident of  the  Pharmaceutical  Arts  Section  at  the  Universal 
Exhibition  at  Brussels  in  1897,  and  at  the  Ostend  Exhibi- 
tion in  1901.  He  acted  as  Commissioner  of  the  Belgian 
Government  at  the  International  Exhibition  of  Hygiene 
at  Paris  in  1904,  was  Vice-President  of  the  Chemical 
Products  and  Pharmacy  Section  at  the  Liege  Exhibition 
in  1905,  and  President  of  the  same  section  at  the  Universal 
Exhibition  at  Milan  in  1906.  He  organised  on  a  smaller 
scale,  the  pharmaceutical  part  of  the  Spa  Exhibition  in 
1907,  and  was  appointed  President  of  a  group  and 
member  of  the  Jury  at  the  Bordeaux  Exhibition  in  1907. 
Last  year  he  led  his  colleagues  to  success  at  the  Inter- 
national Exhibition  at  Nancy,  before  grouping  them  again 
at  Brussels  in  1910,  where  he  has  again  been  appointed 
a  member  of  the  Jury.  For  the  past  four  years  Mr. 
Derneville  has  been  President  of  the  Commercial  and 
Industrial  Union  for  the  Protection  of  Trade-marks. 
He  is  a  Knight  of  the  Order  of  Agricultural  Merit  of 
France,  a  distinction  conferred  on  him  in  1902,  and  a 
Knight  of  the  Order  of  Leopold  of  Belgium.  Mr.  Derne- 
ville is  remarkable  for  his  energy  and  tact,  and  these, 
combined  with  his  amiability,  make  him  one  of  the  most 
pleasing  personalities  in  Belgian  pharmacy. 

Mr.  Olivier  Kusnick,  who  shares  the  Presidential 
honours  of  the  Congress  with  Mr.  Derneville,  and  is  in  busi- 
ness in  the  Rue  de  Louvain,  Brussels,  was  not  much  known 
as  a  public  man  before  1903,  when  he  was  induced  by  his 
friends  to  take  an  active  part  in  the  defence  of  pharmaceu- 
tical interests.  He  is  the  founder  of  several  pharmaceutical 
societies,  and  has  contributed  articles  to  various  pharma- 
ceutical papers.  Since  the  foundation  of  the  Union  of 
Pharmacists  in  Brussels  in  1893  he  has  acted  as  President 
of  the  Association.  He  is  also  President  of  the  Belgian 
Federation  of  Professional  Unions  of  Pharmacists,  Vice- 
President  of  the  Brussels  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Phar- 
macy, and  Vice-President  of  the  Belgian  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  which  embraces  almost  all  the  societies 
of  pharmacy  in  Belgium. 

Dr.  Albert  Schamelhout,  the  amiable  General  Secretary 
of  the  Congress,  was  born  at  Brussels  on  November  15, 
1870.  He  took  the  complete  course  of  the  arts  studies 
at  the  University,  followed  by  the  specialised  studies  of 
a  pharmacist,  taking  his  diploma  in  1891.  A  few  months 
afterwards  he  took  possession  of  the  Vanden  Savel  phar- 
macy in  the  Rue  des  Minimes,  and  the  same  year  he 
married.  In  1893  he  was  a  founder  of  the  Brussels  Union  of 
Pharmacists,  and  moved  his  pharmacy  to  the  Rue  Watteau, 
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and  also  in  the  same  year  returned  to  the  University 
to  take  the  Doctorate  course.  He  obtained  the  diploma 
of  Doctor  of  Chemical  Science  with  the  highest  distinction 
in  1895,  and  founded  an  analytical  laboratory,  specialising 
in  microscopical,  bacteriological,  and  medical  work.  At 
the  International  Congress  of  Pharmacy  in  Brussels  during 
1897  he  was  a  delegate  from  the  Belgian  Federation  of 
Pharmaceutical  Societies,  and  presented  a  report  on  the 
inspection  of  pharmacies.  The  next  year  he  was  nominated 
assistant  secretary  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Pharmacy  of 
Brussels,  becoming  general  secretary  two  years  afterwards. 
He  was  for  two  years  assistant  secretary  of  the  General 
Pharmaceutical  Association  of  Belgium.  He  was  chemist 
to  the  "  Maison  Centrale,"  a  co-operative  movement  of 
Belgian  pharmacists,  until  it  was  dissolved  in  1901,  and  is 
still  chemist  to  the  "  Electra  "  Society,  which  he  founded 
in  1897,  for  supplying  pure  products  to  pharmacists.  In 
1902  he  moved  to  his  present  pharmacy  in  the  Rue 
Malibran — one  of  the  choicest  pharmacies  in  the  Ixelles 
suburb  of  Brussels.  He  is  also  connected  with  numerous 
other  societies  having  for  their  objects  the  conservation 
of  health,  and  is  editor  of  the  Bulletin  of  the  Royal 
Society  of  Pharmacy  of  Brussels,  his  literary  abilities 
being  also  displayed  in  over  two  hundred  articles  on  pro- 
fessional and  scientific  subjects  which  have  appeared  in 
Belgian  journals.  He  is  director  of  Section  IV.  of  the 
Nationale  Pharmaceutique,  and  last  year  was  elected  an 
expert  judiciaire  of  the  Syndical  Chamber  of  Pharmacy.

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A  Nurse's  Mistake. 


AN  inquest  was  held  by  Mr.  E.  Henslowe  Wellington 
at  the  Lambeth  Coroner's  Court  on  September  5 
regarding  the  death  of  Kate  Day,  who  died  in  St. 
Thomas's  Hospital  after  being  given  an  overdose  of  mor- 
phine. The  woman  was  admitted  to  the  hospital  suffering 
from  Graves'  disease.  Miss  Bertha  Smalley,  a  head 
nurse  at  St.  Thomas's  Hospital,  said  she  was  responsible 
for  giving  the  medicine  mentioned  on  the  paper  at  the 
head  of  the  patient's  bed.  One  of  the  items  on  the  paper, 
a  sleeping-draught,  was  "  Liq.  morph.,  dose  3ss. — if  neces- 
sary." She  poured  the  morphine  solution  out  of  the 
stock-bottle  kept  in  the  poisons-chest  in  the  ward  into  a 
medicine-glass,  such  as  the  public  would  use  at  home. 
It  was  not  marked  in  drachms,  but  in  teaspoonfuls  and 
tablespoonfuls.  She  measured  ^  dr.  by  giving  half 
a  teaspoonful,  and  she  considered  it  was  easy  to  do 
so.  The  morphine  solution  was  of  British  Pharmacopoeia 
strength,  and  the  bottle  was  labelled  "Liq.  morph. 
hydrochlor."  Five  minutes  after  giving  the  dose  she 
■discovered,  on  looking  at  the  bed-paper,  that. she  had 
given  deceased  oz.  instead  of  ^  dr.  She  accounted 
for  the  mistake  by  the  fact  that  the  signs  for  drachm  and 
ounce  were  similar.  When  she  discoverd  her  error  she 
went  immediately  for  the  doctor. — Dr.  E.  A.  Seymour, 
the  house  physician,  said  he  was  responsible  for  the 
writing  on  the  patient's  medicine-card.  The  first 
prescription  was  for  a  mixture  of  tincture  of  digitalis, 
tincture  of  nux  vomica,  and  chloroform-water ;  then 
came  a  linctus,  and  lastly  the  liq.  morph.  Witness  told 
how  he  was  aroused  by  Nurse  Smalley,  and  that  he 
ordered  the  patient  to  be  moved  to  a  smaller  ward,  telling 
her  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  submit  her  to 
special  treatment,  although  at  that  time  no  signs  of  poison- 
ing were  apparent.  Some  time  afterwards  the  patient  be- 
came drowsy,  showing  signs  of  collapse,  and,  in  spite  of 
■all  remedial  treatment,  died  from  cardiac  failure.  Witness 
stated,  in  answer  to  the  Coroner,  that  deceased  was  liable 
to  die  at  any  time,  and  he  hardly  thought  the  morphine 
hastened  her  end. — Nurse  Smalley,  recalled,  said  that 
nurses  are  not  trained  on  the  subject  of  poisons,  but  have 
to  find  out  for  themselves  what  are  fatal  doses.- — Dr.  L. 
Freyberger  said  death  was  due  to  heart-failure  while 
•deceased  was  suffering  from  chronic  tuberculosis  and  the 
end  stages  of  Graves'  disease. 

The  Coroner,  summing  up,  said  the  case  was  a  very 
ivnfortunate  one,  inasmuch  as  the  death  had  been  brought 
about  by  the  accidental  administration  of  an  overdose  of 
morphia.  It  was  his  duty  to  draw  their  attention  to  the 
law  on  the  subject,  and  it  would  be  for  the  jury  to  con- 
sider the  facts  of  the  case.  If  any  person  should  be  the 
means  originally  of  bringing  about  the  death  of  another 
person,  one  had  to  consider  what  the  act  of  that  other 
person  was.  In  this  case  the  blame  could  not  be  shifted 
from  the  nurse  to  the  doctor,  whose  treatment  for  poison- 
ing had  accelerated  the  death.  The  nurse  appeared  to  be 
a  most  capable  official,  having  been  for  three  years  in  St. 
Thomas's  Hospital,  one  of  the  grandest  institutions  in 
this  country.  In  the  dead  of  night  she  was  on  duty,  and 
received  instructions  on  the  bed-paper  written  by  the 
Chouse  physician.  What  struck  him  (the  Coroner)  about 
that  paper  was  that,  first  of  all  there  was  a  prescription, 
including  two  poisons,  in  three  lines ;  the  line  immediately 
under  it  referred  to  a  linctus,  or  cough-mixture,  which 
might  be  a  poison ;  and  that  was  followed  by  this  unfor- 
tunate "liq.  morph.  hydrochlor."  It  struck  him  that 
when  a  paper  contained  the  names  of  several  poisons,  as 
this  did,  it  was  still  more  dangerous  to  put  them  on  suc- 
cessive lines  without  any  space  between  them.  Nurse 
Smalley,  having  read  this  very  closely  written  writing, 
was  under  the  impression  that  the  dose  was  ^  oz.,  instead 
"*f  j  dr.  She  used  a  glass,  which  was  not  marked  in 
drachms,  and  the  jury  would  notice  that  the  glass  was 
marked  "one  teaspoonful."  He  did  not  think  anyone 
could  judge  half  a  teaspoonful  with  such  a  glass,  and  it 
was  not  right  to  place  such  a  glass  in  the  hands  of  nurses 
in  a  hospital  for  them  to  dispense  from.    He  said  dis- 


pense— it  was  dispensing,  for  it  was  not  like  pouring  a 
dose  of  medicine  out  of  a  bottle  which  one  would  take 
home.  He  did  not  know  that  nurses  are  expected  to 
understand  the  hieroglyphics  of  prescriptions.  In  all 
prescriptions  at  public  institutions  hieroglyphics  are  used, 
but  a  private  doctor  always  writes  the  directions  in  Eng- 
lish. He  had  always  been  under  the  impression  that 
similar  directions  are  given  to  nurses  who  have  to  dis- 
pense medicine. 

The  jury  found  that  the  deceased  died  from  consump- 
tion and  Graves'  disease,  accelerated  by  shock.

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Observations  and  Reflections.

Political  Economy 

is  not  my  strong  point,  nor  is  this  quite 
the  place  for  a  political  discussion,  but  I  may  perhaps 
venture  to  ask  a  question  which  others  may  answer  else- 
where. What  is  the  object  of  the  taxes  on  commercial 
travellers  to  which  you  devoted  an  article  last  week  ?  It 
is  noteworthy  that  as  regards  foreign  countries  these  are 
virtually  confined  to  the  most  backward  among  the 
nations,  the  only  exception  (for  in  Germany  the  tax 
appears  to  be  merely  nominal)  being  the  Scandinavian 
group,  where  the  conditions  are  probably  exceptional  too. 
As  regards  our  Coleraes,  they  are,  with  one  insignificant 
exception,  confined  to  South  Africa.  Most  of  the  places 
in  which  the  tax  is  heaviest  are,  in  fact,  just  those  into 
which  one  would  have  thought  it  most  necessary  to 
import  foreign  goods  in  the  interest  of  the  people  them- 
selves, and  in  which  native  industries  would  suffer  least. 
What  then,  I  ask,  is  the  object  of  the  tax?  If  it  really 
is  to  prohibit  importation,  why  not  do  it  effectually  by 
more  direct  means  ?  If  to  increase  reveaue,  why  impose 
this  preliminary  bar  to  the  importation  of  goods,  a 
tariff  upon  which  would  produce  more  revenue  ?  It 
can  scarcely  be,  I  suppose,  that  in  these  far-away  places 
of  the  earth  the  "drummer"  is  looked  upon  as  a  mere 
nuisance,  to  be  kept  at  arms'  length  at  any  cost?  In 
London  this  might  conceivably  be  the  case,  but  in 
Rhodesia,  or  the  "back  lots  "  of  the  Argentine  Republic, 
surely  any  decent  human  visitor  must  be  welcome. 

Oil  of  Lavender 

is  being  recommended  by  local  medical  men 
as  a  preventive  of  the  flea-bites  which  have  been  said  to 
be  largely  responsible  for  the  epidemic  of  spotted  fever 
in  one  or  two  of  the  Midland  counties.  Probably  there 
are  less  expensive  oils  that  would  answer  equally  well, 
but  lavender  has  for  centuries  been  used  for  this  pur- 
pose. Our  careful  ancestors,  who  liked  to  have  more 
than  one  string  to  their  bow,  combined  it  with  worm- 
wood, rue,  savory,  walnut-leaves,  fleabane,  and  other 
herbs,  but  they  also  scattered  lavender  alone  on  their 
bedding  and  house-linen,  and  hung  it  up  in  their  rooms, 
as  much  against  fleas  as  against  moths.  Curiously 
enough,  it  was  believed  that  lavender-seeds  would  turn 
into  moths  if  kept  warm  and  moist.  The  cry  of  "Sweet 
lavender !  "  once  so  common  in  the  streets  of  London, 
seemed  at  one  time  to  have  ceased,  but  has  been  revived 
in  late  years.  One  cannot  say  much  for  the  voices  of 
those  who  cry  it,  and,  pleasantly  suggestive  as  it  is  to 
some  of  us  of  old  times  and  customs,  their  song  would  pro- 
bably drive  away  a  flea  with  a  musical  ear  as  effectually 
as  their  lavender.  There  is  another  old  preventive  against 
these  pests  which  might  be  tried.  An  anonymous  writer 
of  the  sixteenth  century  vouches  for  it  :  "  When  (he  says) 
you  first  hear  the  cukoo,  take  up  Earth  that  is  under 
your  right  foot,  and  wherever  you  strew  it  no  fleas  will 
breed."  Lavender,  of  course,  is  not  a  native  English 
plant.  It  was  comparatively  a  new  importation  in  Gerard's 
time,  and  he  thinks  it  worth  while  to  note  that  it  grew  in 
"his  Majesty's  private  garden  at  White-hall."  This  was 
the  variety  he  calls  Lavandula  minor,  sive  Spicoz,  the  L. 
angustifolia  of  later  writers,  the  L.  vera  of  our  own  day ; 
and  it  is  now  the  oil  derived,  not  from  this,  but  from 
inferior  varieties  that  is  known  as  oil  of  spike,  though 
Gerard  gives  that  name  to  the  finer  oil;  indeed,  he  does 


not  appear  to  have  known  any  other.  It  is  somewhat  of 
a  shock  to  find  modern  philologists  questioning  the  olc! 
derivation  of  lavandula  from  lavare,  to  wash,  and  sug- 
gesting that  possibly  it  is  a  form  of  livindula,  from  livere, 
to  be  livid,  in  which  case  the  name  refers  to  the  pale 
bluish  colour  of  the  flower,  and  not  to  its  use  in  the 
laundry,  except  so  far  as  its  present  form  may  be  due  to 
a  confusion  of  the  two  ideas. 

Therapeutics  for  Pharmacists 

is  likely  to  be  a  subject  on 
the  advisability  of  discussing  which  there  will  be  some 
difference  of  opinion.  For  my  part  I  consider  that  the 
more  a  pharmacist  knows  the  better  will  he  be  equipped 
for  conducting  his  business,  and,  moreover,  if  your  readers 
are  to  get  occasional  paragraphs  along  this  line,  no  better 
mentor  could  be  found  than  Mr.  T.  Stephenson,  whoso 
varied  experience  makes  him  thoroughly  competent 
for  such  work.  But  why  does  Mr.  Stephenson  distinguish 
between  official  and  officinal  therapeutics  ?  Strictly  speak- 
ing, official  therapeutics  does  not  exist,  for  we  have  nc» 
official  book  on  this  subject.  Then  the  introduction  of 
the  old  idea  of  the  officina  eeems  to  needlessly  complicate 
the  reference.  If  there  is  such  a  thing  as  "  official  "  thera- 
peutics, is  "unofficial"  not  a  good  enough  term  for  the 
other  variety  ? 

"  Pikery." 

A  correspondent  of  "  Notes  and  Queries  "  has  been 
asking  what  is  meant  by  "  pikery,"  a  word  which  occurs  in 
one  of  Mrs.  Harriet  Beecher  Stowe's  novels  as  the  name 
of  something  bitter.  It  is,  no  doubt,  our  old  friend  Hiera 
Picra,  the  Sacred  Bitter,  one  of  the  most  popular,  as  it  is 
one  of  the  most  ancient,  of  still  extant  compound  remedies. 
It  has  been  traced  back  to  Galen,  and  has  always  had  a 
high  reputation,  though  somewhat  frowned  upon  for  its 
bitterness.  It  was  originally  an  electuary  of  very  complex 
composition.  The  Hiera  Picra  Simplex  of  the  early- 
London  Pharmacopoeia  consisted  of  aloes,  cinnamon,  xylo- 
balsamum,  or  wood  of  aloes,  asarabacca-root,  spikenard, 
mastic,  saffron,  and  honey ;  and,  in  additon  to  this,  there 
were  three  other  official  Hierce,  one  of  which,  Hiera 
Logadii,  founded  upon  a  prescription  of  Nicolano  Myrep- 
sius,  consisted  of  more  than  thirty  ingredients,  several  of 
which  were  themselves  compounds. 

The  Simple  Form, 

under  various  modifications,  has  happily 
outlived  the  others,  but  even  this  was  found  too  nauseous 
as  an  electuary.  Culpeper  says  "  a  dog  would  not  take- 
it,"  and  recommends  that  it  be  given  in  pills.  It  was, 
therefore,  in  later  Pharmacopoeias  made  official  both  as- 
an  electuary  and  a  species,  and  underwent  a  continuous 
process  of  simplification,  until  at  length  it  became  merely 
a  mixture  of  aloes  and  canella,  the  Pulvis  Aloes  cum 
Canella  with  which  we  are  familiar.  Before  it  reached, 
this  stage  an  attempt  had  been  made  to  disguise  its  bitter- 
ness by  digesting  the  species  in  white  wine.  This  prepara- 
tion was  known  officially  as  Tinctura  sacra,  and  the  custom 
still  largely  prevalent  in  country  places  of  taking  it  in  gin 
(preferably,  I  think,  in  Hollands)  was  an  attempt  on  the 
part  of  the  public  to  "go  one  better"  than  the  College. 
Its  chief  use  to-day,  however,  in  many  places,  is  as  one 
among  three  or  four  other  ingredients  (of  which,  curiously 
enough,  aloes  itself  is  one)  in  the  home-made  pills  by- 
means  of  which  the  careful  housewife  regulates  the  family- 
secretions.  Thirty  years  ago  I  used  to  be  annoyed  by 
having  to  supply  for  fourpence  the  stuff  for  about  a  gross 
and  a  half  of  pills,  but  even  this  was  better  than  selling 
"  patents  "  at  cost-price.

Editorial  Articles. 


International  Pharmacy. 

The  interest  which  the  pharmacists  of  the  United  King- 
dom take  in  the  International  Congress  of  Pharmacy  does 
not  increase  as  the  years  roll  by.  It  is  not  easy  to  say 
why  this  should  be  the  case,  and  we  should  be  sorry  to 
attribute  it  to  the  more  limited  purview  of  the  present- 
day  generation  of  leaders  in  pharmacy.  Considering  the 
position  of  this  country  in  all  commercial  matters,  it  is 
somewhat  surprising  that  so  little  interest  seems  to  be  taken 
in  international  questions  affecting  the  drug-business.  It 
may  be  suggested  that  the  Pharmacy  Section  of  the  Inter- 
national Congress  of  Applied  Chemistry,  which  at  the 
meeting  in  London  last  year  attracted  a  good  number  of 
British  pharmacists,  has  in  a  measure  replaced  the  Inter- 
national Congress  of  Pharmacy ;  but  one  has  but  to  recall 
the  fact  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  not  there 
represented  in  any  way  to  consider  that  perhaps  after  all 
the  official  leaders  have  but  a  narrow  outlook.  This  is 
bad  for  pharmacy  from  the  international  point  of  view  as 
giving  the  impression  on  the  Continent  that  British  phar- 
macists are  below  other  nations  in  regard  to  the  scientific 
side  of  their  calling.  That  this  is  far  from  being  the  case 
is  well  known  to  those  who  are  acquainted  with  the 
oractice  of  pharmacy  in  other  countries  than  their  own. 
It  is  a  national  duty  to  encourage  the  interchange  of 
ideas  on  subjects  which  equally  interest  all  civilised 
nations.  Brussels  is  only  eight  hours'  journey  from 
London,  and  yet,  with  an  exceptionally  attractive  pro- 
gramme in  which  science  and  business  subjects  and  social 
functions  were  neatly  blended,  only  four  or  five  phar- 
macists attended  from  this  country.  It  is  true  that  the 
different  conditions  of  pharmacy  on  the  Continent  appear 
to  make  agreement  impossible  on  many  subjects;  but  this 
is  no  reason  why  the  British  view  should  not  be  placed 
before  other  nations  or  steps  taken  to  ensure  the  discussion 
of  matters  of  particular  interest  to  British  pharmacists. 

The  first  International  Congress  of  Pharmacy  was  held 
at  Brunswick  in  1865,  and  was  the  outcome  of  a  suggestion 
made  at  a  meeting  of  French  pharmacists  at  Strassburg 
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in  the  previous  year  that  steps  should  be  taken  to 
counteract  the  trade  in  secret  remedies.  The  subjects 
discussed  at  the  first  Congress  included  the  means  of  main- 
taining the  professional  position  of  the  pharmacist,  the 
inadequate  supply  of  assistants,  repression  of  the  nostrum 
trade  and  of  dispensing  by  medical  men,  the  desirability 
of  adopting  metric  units,  and  of  securing  uniformity  of 
the  formula?  in  national  Pharmacopceias.  It  would  serve 
no  useful  purpose  to  describe  the  conclusions  that  were 
arrived  at  on  these  and  other  subjects,  but  it  will  be  noted 
that  very  little  progress  has  been  made  except  on  the 
question  of  uniformity  in  Pharmacopceias.  The  second 
Congress  was  held  in  Paris  in  1867,  at  which  the  question 
of  an  International  Pharmacopoeia  was  the  main  subject 
for  discussion.  At  the  third  Congress,  held  in  Vienna  in 
1869,  Great  Britain  was  for  the  first  time  represented, 
Mr.  H.  S.  Evans  and  Professor  Redwood  being  delegates. 
St.  Petersburg  was  the  venue  of  the  fourth  Congress  in 
1874,  and  the  British  delegates  were  Mr.  Thomas  Greenish 
and  Mr.  Francis  Sutton.  The  fifth  Congress  was  held  in 
London  in  1881,  and  was  very  well  attended,  the  projected 
International  Pharmacopoeia  being  still  the  main  topic  dis- 
cussed. At  the  two  previous  Congresses  a  draft  of  the 
pharmacopoeia  was  to  have  been  produced,  and  it  appears 
that  one  was  actually  prepared,  but  it  was  stated  to  have 
been  accidentally  burned  in  St.  Petersburg.  The  sixth 
Congress  took  place  in  Brussels  in  1885,  and  was  attended 
by  about  300  delegates  and  visitors  representing  twenty- 
three  countries  and  seventy-two  societies.  It  was  at  this 
Congress  that  Mr.  von  Waldheim  presented  the  draft  of 
the  International  Pharmacopoeia,  in  which  some  293  drugs 
and  preparations  were  incorporated.  The  trade  in  pro- 
prietary medicines  was  also  discussed,  but  without  any 
practical  result.  The  seventh  Congress  was  held  in 
Chicago  in  1893.  Mr.  Carteighe  was  the  British  delegate, 
and  took  over  with  him  the  Hanbury  gold  medal  for 
presentation  to  Professor  Maisch.  The  eighth  Congress, 
held  in  Brussels  in  1897,  was  smaller  than  the  one  pre- 
viously held  there,  and  Great  Britain  was  not  officially 
represented.  Paris  was  the  scene  of  the  ninth  Congress, 
but  again  this  country  officially  held  aloof.  The  tenth 
Congress,  which  concluded  this  week  in  Brussels,  has  been 
a  .  great  success  from  several  points  of  view.  The 
attendance  was  good,  and  steps  have  been  taken  towards 
convening  an  international  conference  for  the  purpose  of 
unifying  the  method  of  analysing  potent  drugs.  The 
compilers  of  the  different  Pharmacopceias  are  also  to  be 
asked  to  adopt  analytical  reagents  of  a  uniform  strength, 
the  principle  of  price  protection  for  proprietaries  was 
approved  of,  and  some  good  may  result  from  an  effort 
which  is  to  be  made  to  promote  regulations  regarding  the 
sale  of  proprietary  antiseptics.  An  international  pharma- 
ceutical society  may  be  another  outcome  of  the  delibera- 
tions, and  it  looks  as  though  this  Congress  will  be  more 
fruitful  in  results  than  any  that  have  preceded  it. 


Inland  Revenue. 

The  Report  of  the  Commissioners  of  his  Majesty's  Inland 
Revenue  for  the  year  ended  March  1910  is  shorn  of  the  main 
features  of  interest  to  the  pharmacist  since  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Excise-duties  has  been  transferred  to  the  Customs 
and  Excise  Department,  while  the  stamp-duties  on  medi- 
cines and  playing-cards,  in  consequence  of  Sub-section  4  of 
Section  4  of  the  Finance  Act  of  1908,  are  also  deemed  to  be 
Excise-duties.  The  practical  result  of  the  changes  is  that 
the  Inland  Revenue  now  deals  with  direct  taxation  only. 
The  changes  noted  above,  together  with  the  collection 


of  certain  Excise-duties  being  taken  over  by  the  local 
taxation  authorities  and  delay  in  passing  the  Finance 
Bill  of  1909,  are  responsible  for  the  great  diminution  in 
the  receipts  of  the  Department.  The  total  gross  receipts 
amounted  to  51,424,457/.,  which  includes  a  balance  on 
April  1,  1909,  of  2,578,528?.  and  1,991,156/.  collected  on 
behalf  of  other  departments.  The  following  table  shows  the 
gross  and  net  receipts  for  1909-10,  and  also  the  differences 
in  gross  receipts  as  compared  with  the  previous  year  :

The  figures  for  1909-10  show  a  big  drop  owing  to  the  ex- 
clusion of  Excise-duties  in  the  reckoning,  while  twenty-five 
million  pounds  of  income-tax  and  two  millions  from  land- 
tax  and  inhabited-house  duty  were  not  collected  at  the 
close  of  the  financial  year.  Of  the  total  net  receipts  of 
43,680,676/.,  England  contributed  37,846,629/.,  Scotland 
4,469,237/.,  and  Ireland  1,364,810/.  The  percentage  cost  of 
the  duties  collected  by  the  Inland  Revenue  Department 
itself  was  3.46,  against  2.60  in  the  previous  year,  the  abnor- 
mality being  due  to'deferred  receipts. 

Death-duties,  inhabited-house  duty,  and  income-tax  all 
give  excellent  criteria  as  regards  the  progression  or  retro- 
gression of  the  country's  prosperity.  Figures  for  the  first- 
named  are  available  for  the  year  1909-10,  but  the  completed- 
statistics  for  the  other  two  are  always  given  for  a  year 
before.  The  estates  passing  at  death,  of  which  the  Depart- 
ment had  notice,  numbered  87,325  (an  increase  of  2,124  on 
1908-9  and  5,332  on  1909-10),  and  of  these  69,374  (increases 
of  1,850  and  4,633  respectively)  were  dutiable.  The  gross 
capital  of  the  estates  reviewed  totals  314,324,318/.,  against 
301,889,135/.  the  previous  year.  This  additional  wealth  is 
more  evenly  distributed,  for  only  five  millionaires  died  in 
the  year  under  review,  against  nine  the  year  before. 

Turning  to  the  inhabited-house  duty  for  1908-9,  the 
number  of  premises  exempt  from  duty  was  6,995,435  (an 
increase  of  912,780,  or  15  per  cent.,  on  1899-1900),  while 
premises  charged  with  duty  totalled  1,950,665  (increase 
550,472,  or  22.6  per  cent. ).  The  corresponding  annual  values 
were  :  Exempt,  118,411,518/.  ;  chargeable,  94,000,907/.  j  the 
increases  being  30.1  and  17.8  per  cent,  respectively.  Thus  the 
total  premises  are  8,946,100  and  annual  values  212,418,425/., 
representing  increases  of  16.5  and  24.4  per  cent.  The  fact 
that  the  annual  value  of  the  houses  is  increasing  more  rapidly 
than  the  number  of  houses  is  a  further  sign  of  prosperity, 
while  the  great  increase  (30.1  per  cent.)  in  value  of  houses 
exempt  from  duty  (annual  value  below  20/.)  points  to  either 
better  housing  or  higher  rents.  Below  is  given  a  table  com- 
paring the  numbers  and  annual  values  of  all  premises 
charged  to  house-duty  and  of  residential  shops.  It  should 
be  borne  in  mind  that  the  duty  on  private  dwellings,  which 
form  by  far  the  greater  proportion  of  the  premises,  is 
3r/.  for  those  with  annual  values  between  20/.  and  40/., 
6d.  between  40/.  and  60/.,  and  9d.  above  that  sum,  while 
the  corresponding  duties  for  other  premises  are  2d.,  4c?., 
and  id.

Premises  exempted  as  being  used  solely  for  trade  in- 
creased by  24.8  per  cent,  since  1908-9,  and  now  number 
679,739,  with  an  annual  value  of  51,715,6072.  (increase 
38.2  per  cent.),  while  private  dwellings  and  residential  shops 
of  an  annual  value  below  202.  are  not  distinguished.  The 
trade  premises  form  about  two-fifths  of  the  total  annual 
value  of  all  premises,  and  of  these  approximately  one-third 
are  dutiable. 

The  gross  income  reviewed  for  income-tax  purposes  for  the 

year  1908-9  exceeded  one  thousand  millions  for  the  first 

time.    The  comparison  with  the  previous  year  is  as  follows  :

Income-tax  was  paid  on  693,323,082?. ,  against  671,313,0002. 
in  the  previous  year  and  564,868,7492.  in  1899-1900,  when  the 
rate  was  Qd.  in  the  pound.  The  incomes  from  business 
have  increased  in  nine  years  by  85,877,7592. 

The  stamp-duty  provides  a  few  interesting  items.  The 
total  receipts  from  stamps  for  1909-10  was  1,097,1732.,  in- 
creasing from  1,014,0662.  in  1899-1900.  Of  these  fees  for  in- 
ventions, designs,  and  trade-marks  account  for  291,3322., 
the  highest  on  record,  in  spite  of  the  temporary  drop  of  last 
year.  The  number  of  certificates  of  registration  for  alkali 
and  other  works  was  1,485,  which  brought  in  4,6172.  net 
duty.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1899-1900  are  1,201 
and  3,8042.  The  Commissioners  reserve  their  observations 
on  the  new  duties  on  land  values  and  regarding  the  super- 
tax to  the  next  Report.  The  Report  is  ample  evidence  of 
the  prosperity  of  the  nation,  and  the  outlook  as  regards  the 
next  Report  is  very  bright. 


"  Ehrlich-Hata's  606." 

Reference  was  made  in  the  C.  &  D.  last  week  (p.  370) 
to  the  clinical  experiments  that  are  being  made  with  this 
drug  before  it  is  issued  to  medical  men.  From  "The 
Lancet"  we  find  that  the  drug  is  being  tested  at  the 
London  Lock  Hospital,  and  to  that  journal  Mr.  J.  E.  R. 
McDonagh,  P.R.C.S.,  surgeon  to  the  out-patients,  contri- 
butes an  interesting  account  of  the  clinical  experiments 
which  he  has  carried  out.     "Ehrlich-Hata's   606"  is 


chemically  dioxydiamidoarsenobenzol,  and  is  supplied  as 
the  bichloride  in  the  form  of  a  yellow  powder,  the  dose 
of  which  ranges  from  0.3  to  0.6  gram.  It  is  converted  into 
a  mono-  or  a  bi-sodium  salt  by  the  addition  of  sodium- 
hydrate  just  before  use,  because  this  salt  is 'unstable,  and 
the  bichloride  is  unsuitable  for  direct  administration. 
The  Therapia  magna  sterilisans  is  intended  to  kill  the 
organisms  of  syphilis  in  the  blood  within  from  one  to  two 
days  and  prevent  any  recurrences  of  symptoms.  It  is  ad- 
ministered by  intramuscular  or  intravenous  injections. 
For  injection  into  the  muscle  the  powder  is  triturated1 
with  0.5  c.c.  of  absolute  alcohol  and  dissolved  in  10  c.c. 
of  very  hot  water;  then  1  c.c.  of  normal  sodium-hydrate 
solution  is  added  for  every  0.1  gram  of  the  powder  em- 
ployed. After  mixing  well  in  a  mortar,  add  three  drops 
of  an  alcoholic  solution  per  cent.)  of  phenolphthalein 
and  titrate  with  normal  acetic  acid  (60  grams  to  the  litre) 
until  the  red  colour  has  completely  disappeared,  finally 
adding  a  few  drops  of  sodium-hydrate  solution  until  a 
faint  rose  tint  comes  back  to  remain.  Inject  half  the 
quantity  of  the  "  emulsion  "  into  each  buttock,  the  patient- 
being  on  his  front  while  the  injection  is  being  made.  For 
intravenous  injection  0.5  gram  of  the  substance  is  dissolved 
in  3  c.c.  of  glycerin,  and  this  is  well  mixed  just  before- 
use  with  a  second  solution,  consisting  of  240  c.c.  of  normal 
saline  solution  with  10.3  c.c.  of  N/5  sodium-hydrate  solu- 
tion. Mr.  McDonagh  has  not  tried  the  intravenous 
method,  but  he  finds  that  for  intramuscular  injections 
0.45  to  0.6  gram  is  required  in  early  cases,  but  that 
0.3  gram  is  ample  in  the  late  stages.  The  following  are 
the  conclusions  which  result  from  the  twenty  cases  upon 
which  the  remedy  has  been  used  in  the  Lock  Hospital  : 

Beyond  the  improvement  observed  by  the  naked  eye,  I  was 
very  much  struck  by  the  extraordinary  change  for  the  better 
in  almost  every  patient's  general  condition  ;  they  not  only 
appeared  brighter,  but  felt  ever  so  much  better  and  put  on 
weight ;  this  alone  is  a  great  achievement,  since  there  is 
scarcely  a  patient  that  does  not  become  depressed,  anaemic, 
and  lose  weight  under  mercurial  treatment.  .  .  .  There  is 
no  doubt  that  by  Ehrlich's  genius  the  greatest  victory  over 
syphilis  has  been  gained,  and  since  the  battle  was  fought  with 
scientific  and  experimental  weapons,  we  at  least  know  that 
we  are  on  the  right  road  to  find  an  absolute  cure  for  a  disease 
which  is  a  curse  to  mankind. 

The  remedy  is  not  to  be  put  on  the  market  until  authentic 
reports  have  been  received  of  its  use  in  20,000  to  30,000> 
cases. 

Esperanto  Pharmaceutical  Dictionary.  —  Messrs. 
Hachette  &  Cie.  are  about  to  publish  the  "  Poliglota  Vade- 
Mecum  de  Internacia  Farmacio,"  edited  by  Celestirs 
Rousseau,  which  is  to  help  in  the  international  dispensing 
of  prescriptions.  The  book  is  to  contain  (1)  the  weights 
and  measures,  money,  sp.  gr.  factors  of  the  various 
countries,  (2)  comparative  tables  of  the  galenicals  given  in 
different  Pharmacopoeias,  (3)  formulae  for  unofficial  medi- 
cines, (4)  vocabulary  in  nine  languages — English,  French, 
German,  Spanish,  Dutch,  Italian,  Russian,  Swedish,  and 
Esperanto.  Each  country  has  a  separate  author,  Mr.  G.  C. 
Law,  Plymouth,  being  in  charge  of  the  English  part. 
From  the  specimen-pages  it  seems  that  it  will  be  a  useful 
international  work  for  pharmacists. 

Apotheker  Verein.- — The  annual  report  of  the 
Apotheker  Verein,  which  will  be  read  at  this  week's  general 
assembly  of  the  Association  in  Brunswick,  does  not 
indicate  that  any  progress  has  been  made  in  the  past  year 
in  the  attempt  to  introduce  a  uniform  system  for  the  tenure 
of  pharmacies  throughout  all  Germany.  A  protest  is 
raised  against  the  disregard  of  the  petitions  of  pharmacists 
in  the  clauses  of  the  Imperial  Insurance  Bill  dealing  with 
the  sales  of  medicines  to  sick  clubs.  A  request  addressed 
by  the  Apotheker  Verein  to  members  of  the  wholesale 
drug-trade  for  a  discontinuance  of  the  practice  of  supply- 
ing samples  to  doctors  met  with  a  refusal,  although  a 
promise  was  obtained  that  the  sampling  should  be  kept 
within  limits.  The  Verein  had  a  membership  of  4,651  in 
August,  while  the  funds  of  the  Association  amount  to 
790,541m. 
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Dental  Exhibition. 


THE  International  Dental  Exhibition,  held  at  the  Royal 
Horticultural  Hall,  Westminster,  London,  S.W.,  from 
September  5  to  9  inclusive,  is  the  third  promoted  by  the 
Incorporated  Society  of  Extractors  and  Adaptors  of 
Teeth.  This  year's  Exhibition  is  the  second  held  at 
Westminster,  and,  although  but  little  advance  is  shown 
■over  its  predecessor,  the  absence  of  crowding  enables  some 
bright  and  comprehensive  displays  to  be  made.  It  may  be 
said  that  an  inspection  of  any  of  the  larger  exhibits  gives 
the  visitor  an  accurate  idea  of  the  whole  of  the  Exhibi- 
tion, but  nevertheless  all  the  stands  need  to  be  visited  so 
as  to  take  advantage  of  the  products  specialised  in  by 
particular  firms. 

Artificial  teeth  naturally  occupy  the  place  of  honour, 
100,000  and  upwards  being  shown  by  the  various 
manufacturers.  Dental  cabinets  form  the  next  most 
■conspicuous  item,  followed  by  dental  furniture  and  elec- 
trical fittings.  These  range  from  highest-class  articles, 
to  suit  the  most  fastidious  tastes,  to  the  low-priced  goods 
suitable  for  modern  competitive  conditions ;  but  through- 
out the  whole  is  evident  the  cult  of  aseptic  treatment. 
Electrically  driven  compressed-air  apparatus  for  spraying 
and  syringing  is  another  important  feature  this  year.  The 
casting  of  dentures  is  the  main  subject  of  the  demonstra- 
tions in  progress  from  day  to  day,  as  also  the  use  of 
■cements.  These  are  well  represented  in  tho  exhibits.  The 
local  anaesthetics  displayed  seem  to  be  legion,  and  it  is 
noteworthy  that  two  of  the  most  prominent  ("Dento- 
•cain"  and  "  Nopaine ")  are  products  made  by  English 
pharmacists. 

American  Dental  Manufacturing  Co.  claim  in  their 
"True  Alloy"  pin-teeth  a  perfect  non-corrosive  substi- 
tute for  platina.  "  Certaine,"  a  local  anaesthetic,  is  also 
shown. 

Claudius  Ash,  Sons  &  Co.  have  a  very  large  and  com- 
prehensive display,  divided  into  sections  as  follows  : 
Precious  metals,  tools  and  sundries,  instruments,  mineral 
teeth,  anaesthetic  apparatus,  and  fittings,  with  dental  fur- 
niture, occupying  the  floor  space.  Special  attention  is 
called  to  Solbrig's  apparatus  for  the  casting  of  aluminium 
alloy  by  means  of  superheated  steam,  and  to  Ash's  crystal 
sponge  gold  as  the  latest  advance  in  gold  filling-materials. 
Palladium  alloy  is  put  forward  as  a  substitute  for 
platinum.  The  Coleman  No.  4  aseptic  nasal  inhaler  is  also 
•given  special  prominence. 

Arnold  Biber  makes  his  silent  electrical  engines,  gold 
seamless  crowns  and  strengtheners,  and  "Guinea"  casting 
•outfit  the  centres  of  attraction  at  his  stand. 

Birmingham  Dental  Supply  and  Manufacturing  Co. 
show  mineral  teeth  with  platinum  pins  or  in  diatorics  or 
•combined  sets.  Much  interest  is  being  shown  in  the  teeth 
imbedded  in  glass — remains  of  the  firm's  exhibit  at 
Brussels. 

George  Chalk  &  Co.  are  showing  100,000  "Portland" 
platinum  pin-teeth.  Keen-edge  burs,  rubbers,  and  com- 
positions are  also  specialised  in,  while  prominence  is  given 
to  Mysantal  toilet  specialities  and  toothbrushes.  Speci- 
mens of  the  work  done  with  Dr.  Fenchel's  "  Compensa- 
tion "  amalgam  are  shown,  and  it  is  claimed  that  this 
amalgam  gives  a  stronger  edge  strength  and  keeps  its 
colour  better  than  any  other. 

Thomas  Christy  &  Co.  exhibit  Glyco-Thymoline,  which 
•finds  great  favour  in  the  dental  profession,  and  also  a  dis- 
play of  tooth  powders  and  pastes  illustrative  of  the  firm's 
facilities  for  supplying  these  lines  to  the  wholesale  dental 
profession  and  to  pharmacists.  Lysoform  and  a  novelty 
in  an  "everlasting"  metal  (pewter)  toothbrush  are  in- 
cluded in  the  display. 

Condensed  Gas  Co.  show  nitrous-oxide  gas  apparatus, 
including  an  improved  pedal  level  gas-stand.  _  Dental 
cabinets,  gas  silencers,  and  an  improved  vulcaniser  with 
swing  bridge  are  other  exhibits,  while  a  dental  chair, 
-with  adjustable  folding  foot-rest,  is  worthy  of  attention. 

Cottrell  &  Co.,  in  addition  to  a  well-stocked  exhibit  of 
■dental  furniture  and  fittings,  have  a  continuous  demonstra- 
tion of  the  virtues  of  Brill's  Plastic  Porcelain  as  a  cement 
filling  and  as  a  porcelain  inlay,  as  well  as  for  crown  and 
bridge  work.  Cottrell's  "Flint-edge"  gold  alloy  is 
another  speciality. 


H.  E.  Cullw  ick,  pharmacist,  Wolverhampton,  is  in 
attendance,  with  his  son,  at  the  stand  of  the  Birmingham 
Dental  Supply  Co.,  where  there  is  a  display  of  his  effec- 
tive local  anaesthetic,  "  Dento-cain,"  which  is  meeting 
with  phenomenal  success  as  a  pain-killer. 

Dental  Manufacturing  Co.,  Ltd.,  include  in  their 
large  exhibit  an  ideally  fitted  dental  surgery  in  the  Adams 
style.  Many  new  and  improved  forms  of  electrical  ap- 
paratus are  on  view,  including  atomisers  with  automatic 
air-compressors  working  up  to  40  lb.  to  50  lb.  pressure 
per  sq.  in.,  and  an  electrically  heated  table  for  maintain- 
ing instruments  at  a  constant  temperature  of  100°  F. 
Many  of  the  dental  cabinets  are  of  the  aseptic  type,  with 
drawers  having  all  corners  rounded  and  washable  bottoms. 
The  "New  Departure"  teeth  have  non-corrosive  metal 
pins  covered  with  platinum,  and  are  claimed  to  be  practi- 
cally a  platinum  pin  at  the  price  of  base  metal.  Other 
special  features  are  a  metal  casting  outfit,  Ivanite,  for  facing 
artificial  dentuies,  giving  the  nearest  approach  to  Nature, 
and  rubberless  gags.

Legal  Reports. 

County  Court  Cases. 

British  Champagne. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  September  1,  Mr. 
Barnett  sued  Messrs.  Crisp  &  Co.,  chemists'  sundriesmen, 
Morley  Road,  Birmingham,  for  the  return  of  41.  16s.  Ad. 
which  he  had  paid  them  for  a  wine  described  as  cham- 
pagne. Plaintiff  said  he  attended  an  auction  sale  at 
Moorfields  on  July  7,  where  what  was  described  as 
champagne  was  being  sold  on  behalf  of  the  defendants. 
He  bought  67  quart  bottles  and  35  pint  bottles  of 
the  champagne  for  Al.  16s.  Ad.,  which  he  afterwards  dis- 
covered was  not  champagne  at  all.  On  analysis  it  was 
found  that  the  wine  was  the  fermented  product  of  fruit 
juices,  and  not  wholly  produced  from  the  grape.  To 
come  within  the  description  of  champagne  it  should  be 
made  of  pure  French  grape  juice  coming  from  the  cham- 
pagne district.  The  bottles  were  labelled  "  Vin  d'Or, 
Carte  Blanche,"  and  the  wine  was  manufactured  by 
Onomosto,  Ltd.,  Maidstone.  Mr.  Cannon,  analytical 
chemist,  said  the  wine  in  question  was  made  of  concen- 
trated grape  juice  and  probably  gooseberry  and  rhubarb 
and  other  fruits  commonly  employed  in  this  country  in 
making  British  wines,  and  not  champagne.  For  the  de- 
fence it  was  stated  that  the  wine  was  manufactured  at 
Maidstone  from  pure  French  grape  juice  by  Frenchmen. 
It  was  sold  under  the  name  of  "  Onomosto,"  but  the  com- 
pany have  now  stopped  making  or  selling  the  wine. — 
Judge  Lumley  Smith,  K.C.,  in  giving  judgment  for  the 
plaintiff,  said  that  what  was  sold  as  champagne  turned 
out  to  be  a  concoction  called  "  Onomosto,"  an  entirely 
different  thing  from  champagne.  If  the  defendants 
wanted  their  goods  they  must  send  for  them. — Special 
costs  were  allowed  for  the  analyst. 

An  Oil  Contract. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  September  6,  before 
Judge  Rentoul,  K.C.,  and  a  jury,  an  action  was  brought 
by  Mr.  Ernest  W.  Fischel,  oil  and  tallow  broker,  against 
Messrs.  P.  H.  Palmer  &  Co.,  oil  merchants,  202  Bishops- 
gate  Street  Without,  to  recover  the  sum  of  501.  7s.  7d., 
the  balance  of  account  for  linseed  oil  and  bean  oil  supplied. 
There  had  been  several  transactions  involving  large 
amounts  between  the  parties,  and  the  plaintiff's  case  was 
that  the  sum  sued  for  was  due.  The  defendants  counter- 
claimed  for  229?.,  and  contended  that  they  had  lost  that 
amount  as  damages  through  the  plaintiff  not  fulfilling  his 
contract.  It  had  been  suggested  that  the  defendants 
should  have  bought  against  the  plaintiff.  This,  however, 
the  defendants  contended,  was  impossible  in  consequence 
of  a  corner  in  linseed  and  bean  oil.  The  market,  it  was 
said,  is  restricted  to  five  or  six  people,  and  although  the 
market-price  keeps  on  rising  nobody  will  sell.  As  every- 
body is  holding,  it  is  impossible  to  buy  against  the  plain- 
tiff. In  answer  to  this  the  plaintiff  denied  that  there 
was  any  corner  in  oil  at  all.  The  further  hearing  of  the 
case  was  adjourned.

Poisoning  Cases. 


Nineteen  fatalities,  including  seven  misadventures,  have  been 
reported  since  our  issue  of  last  week  : 

Arsenic. — A  salve  having  the  appearance  of  treacle,  "  for 
removing  warts  from  calves,"  supplied  by  post  from  Rich- 
mond, early  in  the  year,  caused  the  death  of  Eli  Belgrove  (2) 
at  Bledlow,  Bucks.  The  child  stood  on  a  chair  to  reach  the 
tin,  which  was  labelled  "  Poison,"  from  the  mantelpiece.  He 
was  observed  to  do  so  by  a  twelve-year-old  sister,  who,  how- 
ever, took  no  further  notice  of  the  incident.  At  the  inquest 
Dr.  F.  S.  Watson,  Princes  Risborough,  said  that  he  and  Mr. 
Horace  Ridley,  chemist  and  druggist,  Princes  Risborough, 
Tiad  examined  the  salve,  which  they  found  to  be  a  strong 
preparation  of  arsenic.  Death  was  due  to  arsenical  poison- 
ing.   A  verdict  of  "death  by  misadventure"  was  returned. 

Belladonna. — Alfred  Allen  (64),  printer,  Barnsbury,  died 
from  belladonna-poisoning  through  taking  some  liniment  con- 
tained in  a  spirit  bottle  in  mistake  for  rum. 

Carbolic-acid  poisoning  caused  the  self-inflicted  death  of 
Susan  P.  Doig  or  Macauley  (28)  at  Dundee.— At  Southport 
El  eanor  Margaret  Corkhill  (41),  of  independent  means,  was 


found  dead  in  bed  as  the  result  of  the  self-administration  of 
carbolic  acid. — Carbolic  acid  was  also  the  poison  used  for 
suicidal  purposes  by  Sarah  A.  B.  Whitford  (19),.  domestic 
servant,  Newcastle-on-Tyne. 

Clove  Oil. — During  the  inquiry  by  the  Lancaster  Coroner 
into  the  death  of  Doris  Oxford,  aged  eighteen  months,  the 
daughter  of  a  billiard-hall  manager,  the  evidence  showed 
that  the  child  swallowed  some  oil  of  cloves  from  a  2-dram 
phial  left  lying  about  on  the  dressing-table  in  the  bedroom, 
which  the  mother  was  engaged  in  cleaning.  The  infant  died 
an  hour  after  being  admitted  to  the  Infirmary.  Mr.  Walter 
Williams  Moses,  chemist  and  druggist,  manager  for  Messrs. 
Boots,  Ltd.,  Penny  Street,  Lancaster,  said  he  did  not 
remember  supplying  the  oil  of  cloves.  The  principal  in- 
gredient in  the  oil  is  eugenol,  which,  if  taken  in  sufficient 
quantities,  would  cause  similar  symptoms  of  poisoning  to 
carbolic  acid.  Anything  over  20  drops  would  be  sufficient  to 
poison  a  child  eighteen  months  old.  Oil  of  cloves  was  sold 
for  toothache  and  a  whooping-cough  liniment.  It  was  not 
scheduled  as  a  poison,  and  there  were  no  restrictions  on  its 
sale.  Dr.  Garden,  house  surgeon  at  the  Royal  Lancaster  In- 
firmary, said  he  attributed  death  to  the  child  having  taken 
oil  of  cloves.  The  jury's  verdict  was  "  Accidentally  poisoned 
by  oil  of  cloves." 

Laudanum. — At  Earsdon,  Northumberland,  John  Black- 
burn (85),  retired  miner,  died  from  an  accidental  overdose  of 
laudanum. 

Potassium  cyanide  was  the  agent  used  for  self-destruction 
by  Edward  Poy  (54),  of  Chitty  Street,  London,  W.  Deceased, 
who  was  a  gilder,  kept  considerable  quantities  of  the  cyanide 
in  the  house. 

Prussie  Acid. — At  the  inquiry  held  at  Lewisham  into  the 
death  of  Dr.  M.  A.  de  Quaros  (C.  &  D.,  Sept.  3,  p.  365)  it  was 
stated  that  someone  had  informed  the  police  that  there  were 
suspicious  circumstances  attending  the  death  of  a  patient 
whose  death  would  benefit  Dr.  de  Quaros  to  the  extent  of 
about  200/.  Mr.  Leslie,  chemist,  Rushey  Green,  deposed  to 
supplying  the  deceased  with  prussie  acid.  The  Deputy- 
Coroner,  in  summing  up,  said  it  was  contemptible  that  such 
statements  should  be  made  about  a  professional  gentleman 
without  the  informer  (whom  the  police  would  not  name)  sub- 
stantiating them  in  open  court.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict 
of  suicide  during  temporary  insanity. — At  Poplar,  Charles 
Samuel  Dawson  (17),  druggists'  assistant,  killed  himself  by 
taking  prussie  acid.  Deceased  abstracted  the  poison  from 
the  poison  cupboard  at  the  Fort  Street,  Spitalfields,  ware- 
house of  his  employers,  Messrs.  Potter  &  Clarke,  Ltd. 

Salt  of  Lemon,  taken  instead  of  Epsom  salts,  caused  the 
accidental  death  of  Annie  Caroline  Evans  (34),  the  wife  of  the 
caretaker  at  Stroud  School  of  Science. 

Spirit  of  salt  was  taken  with  suicidal  intent  by  Captain 
Edward  Morris  (60),  of  the  Calshot  lightship. — At  Lambeth 
Jessie  Maud  Hooper  (49),  the  wife  of  an  engine-driver,  drank 
from  a  ginger-beer  bottle  in  which  she  had  put  some  spirit 
of  salt  in  mistake  for  a  similar  bottle  containing  beer.  She 
died  from  starvation  owing  to  inability  to  assimilate  food. — 
An  unemployed  Chelsea  labourer  named  John  Dunton  (43) 
used  this  corrosive  fluid  to  end  his  life. — The  same  poison  was 
responsible  for  the  suicidal  death  of  Florence  Isabel  Farewell 
(41),  the  wife  of  a  prison  inspector,  at  Highgate,  London,  N. — 
Charlotte  Ann  Hammond  (51),  the  wife  of  a  pianoforte-key 
maker,  intentionally  poisoned  herself  at  Kentish  Town  with 
this  acid. — Alfred  H.  Carter  (52),  general  dealer-,  Battersea, 
committed  suicide  by  taking  crude  hydrochloric  acid. 

Veronal. — During  the  inquiry  at  Eastbourne  into  the  death 
of  Harriett  Lambert  (52),  who  died  from  an  overdose  of 
veronal,  Dr.  Astley  Roberts  said  that  he  found  near  deceased 
a  box  of  veronal  cachets  bearing  the  label  of  the  Sussex 
Stores.  He  two  years  ago  took  several  boxes  of  the  drug 
away  from  deceased,  and  had  also  taken  possession  of  a 
syringe  used  for  injecting  morphine.  A  prescription  he  gave 
a  year  ago  for  six  cachets  of  veronal  must  have  been  altered 
by  Miss  Lambert  to  twenty-four.  Mr.  William  Hopkirk, 
dispenser  at  the  Sussex  Stores,  deposed  that  deceased  ob- 
tained the  cachets  about  once  in  two  months  since  she  had 
the  prescription  a  year  ago.  She  did  not  always  bring  the 
prescription,  sometimes  tendering  the  lid  of  the  box.  His 
firm  were  under  no  legal  restrictions  as  to  the  sale  of  veronal ; 
neither  was  it  necessary  to  put  a  "  poison  "  label  on  the  box. 
The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  "  Death  from  misadventure." 

Kind  not  Stated.— At  Parkhurst  (I.W.)  Sergt.  Henry  W. 
Whipp,  R.A.M.C.,  poisoned  himself  after  being  reproved  by 
his  colonel  for  an  irregularity  in  connection  with  his  duties. 
At  the  inquest  Dr.  McKay  said  there  was  nothing  to  show  the 
nature  of  the  poison  used,  and  it  was  also  stated  that  Sergt. 
Whipp  was  a  "  pharmaceutical  manufacturing  chemist 
before  entering  the  Army. — At  Liverpool  a  verdict  of  suicide 
during  temporary  insanity  was  returned  at  the  inquest  on 
Amelia  Hannah  (56),  a  widow,  who  was  found  dead  with  a 
cup  containing  green  powder  used  for  making  paint  by  her 
side.  According  to  the  medical  evidence  the  powder  was  the 
cause  of  deceased's  death.

— On  September  2,  at  his  residence,  Buck- 
hurst  Hill,  Mr.  J.  Allenspach,  commission  merchant, 
21  Mincing  Lane,  London,  E.C.,  aged  sixty-five.  Mr. 
Allenspach  died  after  ten  days'  illness,  the  immediate 
cause  of  death  being  acute  catarrhal  cholangitis.  The 
deceased,  who  was  of  Swiss  nationality,  came  to  London 
about  forty  years  ago  and  had  many  years'  experience  of 
the  drug-trade  with  a  now  extinct  Mincing  Lane  firm.

Bradford  Chemists'  Association.

The  President  (Mr.  Marmaduke  Firth)  occupied 
the  chair,  and  there  were  over  twenty  members  present. 

The  President  welcomed  the  members,  and  mentioned 
several  matters  that  had  happened  since  the  last  meeting. 

The  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  R.  T.  Silson)  reported  the 
Teceipt  of  a  letter  from  Messrs.  Fairchild  Bros.  &  Foster, 
London,  in  reference  to  a  resolution  which  the  Torquay 
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Pharmacists'  Association  had  passed  some  months  ago  to 
the  effect  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  be  urged  to 
approach  the  Board  of  Customs  ,  and  Excise  in  regard  to 
the  restriction  of  the  sale  of  Panopepton,  Carnrick's  Liquid 
Peptonoids,  and  similar  preparations,  to  persons  holding 
wine-licences,  seeing  that  these  preparations  are  sold  almost 
exclusively  on  the  initiative  of  medical  men,  and  bearing 
in  mind  that  the  majority  of  chemists  have  not,  and  would 
not  be  able  to  obtain,  wine-licences.  The  President  said 
he  thought  they  should  do  something  in  regard  to  this 
matter,  although  he  was  not  very  hopeful  that  the  results 
desired  would  be  brought  about.  It  was  agreed  to  send 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  a  similar  resolution  to  that 
passed  by  the  Torquay  Pharmacists'  Association. 

Other  correspondence  having  been  disposed  of,  a  discus- 
sion took  place  in  private  in  regard  to  the  Buying  Section 
of  the  Association,  the  outcome  of  which  was  that  a 
resolution  was  adopted  that  all  P.A.T.A.  articles  be  de- 
leted from  the  buying  list,  in  accordance  with  the  wishes 
expressed  by  the  P.A.T.A.  Council.

Dear  Sir, — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  August  29,  our  can- 
vassers are  at  present  advertising  and  selling  "  Zam-Buk  " 
soap  and  "  Fulford  "  powder  from  door  to  door  in  Bourne- 
mouth. These  are  the  only  preparations  of  ours  that  they 
are  selling  from  door  to  door,  as,  of  course,  patent  or  pro- 
prietary medicines  cannot  be  so  retailed,  being  against  the 
law.  Our  superintendents  call  on  the  chemists  in  the  district 
to  purchase,  if  possible,  certain  of  their  supplies,  and  the 
scheme  we  are  working  is  one  which  has  met  with  the  friendly 
co-operation  of  chemists  throughout  the  United  Kingdom.

To  this  the  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Bournemouth  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  replied  on  August  31  : 

Dear  Sirs, — I  should  be  obliged  if  you  could  kindly  give 
me  the  names  of  any  chemists  in  this  town  from  whom  you 
have  purchased  stock,  and  the  prices  paid.  I  can  assure  you 
the  members  of  this  Association  view  the  scheme  with  great 
disfavour,  and  they  cannot  understand  how  it  secures  "  the 
friendly  co-operation  of  chemists  throughout  the  Kingdom," 
as  it  seems  to  them  acting  inimically  towards  the  retailer, 
and  they  are  surprised  that  instead  of  carrying  on  a  legiti- 
mate scheme  of  advertising  you  should  stoop  to  the  method 
in  question  and  convert  yourselves  into  a  firm  of  "  hawkers." 

Messrs.  Fulford's  reply  on  September  2  was  as  follows  : 
Dear  Sir, — Replying  to  yours  of  August  31,  we  regret  to 
note  the  tone  of  your  letter.  We  venture  to  point  out  that 
canvassing  is  a  form  of  advertising  which  is  adopted  by  a 
large  number  of  important  firms,  and  while  it  only  forms  a 
comparatively  small  branch  of  our  enormous  advertising 
campaign,  we  have  found  from  experience  that  the  specialities 
so  advertised  have  considerably  increased  their  sale  as  a 
result  of  such  canvassing.  With  regard  to  the  other  questions 
contained  in  your  letter,  we  feel  that  no  purpose  would  be 
served  by  our  replying  thereto.

French  Pharmacy  Finance. — In  connection  with  the  re- 
organisation of  pharmaceutical  studies  in  France,  inaugu- 
rated a  year  ago,  the  fees  for  obtaining  the  diploma  of 
pharmacien  have  been  fixed  at  l,685f.  (67Z.  10s.).  In  the 
Superior  Schools  of  Pharmacy  and  the  Mixed  Faculties  of 
Medicine  and  Pharmacy  part  of  the  fees  goes  to  the 
University  and  part  to  the  State.  For  the  other  minor 
schools  a  portion  of  the  payments  goes  to  the  local  munici- 
palities and  the  remainder  to  the  State.  The  revised  fees 
will  come  into  force  on  November  1.  There  are  twenty- 
two  schools  in  France  for  the  study  of  pharmacy,  including 
the  preparatory  schools,  and  one  at  Algiers,  the  most 
important  ones  being  the  three  Superior  Schools  of  Paris, 
Nancy,  and  Montpellier.

THE  recent  improvement  in  business  is  maintained  in 
many  quarters  and  the  tendency  of  several  important 
■staples  remains  unmistakably  upwards ;  the  effect  of  the 
higher  range  of  prices  tends,  however,  to  check  demand.

■outstanding  feature  is  the  excited  market  for  opium  in 
Turkey,  and  during  the  past  week  prices  have  advanced 
about  2s.  per  lb.  Both  cream  of  tartar  and  tartaric  acids 
remain  strong  markets,  the  former  having  risen  4s.  to  5s.  per 
■cwt.  American  peppermint  oil  continues  its  advance,  but 
buyers  have  not  responded  to  any  extent,  the  run  this  week 
having  been  on  Japanese  dementholised  oil.  Cod-liver  oil  is 
again  cabled  dearer,  but  the  advance  is  not  general.  Cascara 
sagrada  is  quiet.  Chiretta  is  becoming  scarcer.  Morphine 
is  3c?.  dearer,  but  codeine  was  reduced  3c?.  at  the  close  of  ■ 
last  week.  Copper  sulphate  is  firmer,  and  potash  prussiate 
firm.  Jalap  is  scarce  and  tending  higher ;  castor  oil  is 
.steady.  Quicksilver  is  unsettled  and  quinine  is  unaltered, 
the  bark  shipments  for  August  being  heavy.  Chamomiles 
.are  advancing,  coriander-seed  is  again  higher,  shellac  dull, 
■and  turpentine  firm.  The  Board  of  Trade  Returns  for 
August,  which  were  issued  on  Wednesday,  again  make  an 
■excellent  showing,  exports  of  manufactured  goods  alone 
having  increased  by  practically  5f  million  sterling.  The

Sarsaparilla. — Slightly  firmer  for  grey  Jamaica,  12  bales 
of  which  sold  at  Is.  4c/.  per  lb.,  irrespective  of  quality, 
which  was  from  middling  to  fair.  Ten  bales  of  Native 
Jamaica  sold  at  from  10c?.  to  11c/.  per  lb.  for  ordinary 
greyish  to  fair  red,  and  of  16  Serons  Honduras  offered 
without  reserve  6  sold  at  6?d.  to  Id.  for  common  false- 
packed  and  wormy,  the  balance  being  bought  in  at  9c?. 
per  lb. 

Scammony-root. — A  lot  of  25  bales  Levant  was  bought 
in  at  42s.  bd.  per  cwt.  From  Hamburg  a  parcel  is  offered  at 
35s.  per  cwt.,  c.i.f. 

Senna. — Steady.  At  auction  896  bales  Tinnevelly  leaf 
were  offered  and  met  with  good  competition.  The  quality 
on  the  whole  was  not  at  all  what  was  expected  of  the  new 
crop  as  regards  colour.  For  one  bale  of  medium-bold  leaf 
of  fair  colour  4c/.  was  realised ;  the  bulk  being  medium-sized 
leaf  and  realising  from  2J,c/.  to  3^c/.  A  fair  quantity  (pre- 
sumably the  balance  of  the  old  crop)  sold  at  l^cZ.  and  2c?. 
About  20  bales  of  pods  sold  at  2|c7.  down  to  2^d.  for 
damaged.

October  shipment. 
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Heavy  Chemicals. 

Business  in  the  heavy  chemical  market  continues  much  the 
same  as  lately  reported,  the  demand  both  on  home  and  export 
account  being  well  maintained.  Values  all  round  keep  on 
the  steady  side,  and  do  not  fluctuate  much. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia. — This  market  is  firm,  and,  although 
business  is  somewhat  quieter,  prices  rule  slightly  higher. 
Little  or  nothing  is  being  done  on  forward  account.  Present 
nearest  figures  are  :  Beckton  prompt,  25  per  cent,  ammonia 
guaranteed,  11?.

3cZ. ;  and 
Liverpool,  121.  5s.  to  121.  7s.  bd._ 

Strontium-pboducts  are  in  fair  request  at  unaltered  figures. 
Precipitated  carbonate  of  strontia,  90  to  95  per  cent.,  111.  to 
121.  10s.  per  ton  ;  mineral  carbonate  of  strontia  lump,  87  to 
91  per  cent.,  14?.,  and  smalls,  80  to  85  per  cent.,  121.  per  ton; 
hydrate  of  strontia  crystals  in  casks,  9?.  to  9/.  15s.  per  ton. 

Magnesium  Salts  are  steady  at  late  rates  and  are  moving 
somewhat  more  freely,  both  on  home  and  export  account. 
Sulphate,  62s.  bd.  to  65.s.  per  ton ;  chloride,  67s.  bd.  to  70s. 
per  ton  ;  and  carbonate,  30s.  to  35s.  per  cwt. 

Zinc  Salts  are  without  fluctuation  and  are  in  normal  de- 
mand. Zinc  sulphate  crystals,  6?.  15s.  to  7?.  per  ton ;  and 
zinc  chloride  solution,  100°  Tw.,  6?.  to  bl.  5s.  per  ton. 

Manchester  Chemical-market. 

September  6. 

There  is  not  much  fresh  inquiry  for  heavy  chemicals  in  this 
centre,  although  for  export  favourable  accounts  are  still  re- 
ceived. Caustic  soda  and  soda  crystals  are  quiet,  but  bleach- 
ing-powder  on  export  account  is  rather  better.  Saltcake  is 
very  firm.  Sulphate  of  copper  has  been  steady,  and  notwith- 
standing the  decline  in  the  raw  metal  a  premium  is  being 
asked  for  special  brands,  especially  for  spring  delivery.

Carbonate  of  potash  moves 
freely,  and  yellow  prussiate  is  in  sellers'  favour.  American 
grey  acetate  of  lime  is  rather  dearer  at  10?.  5s.  per  ton ; 
American  brown  is  quoted  at  from  bl.  Vis.  bd.  to  bl.  15.?.,  both 
c.i.f.  terms.  Sulphate  of  soda  is  unchanged  and  in  poor 
demand  ;  phosphate  also  quiet  at  10?.  per  ton.  Sulphur  prices 
are  :  Flowers,  7?.  15s.  to  8?.  in  2-cwt.  bags ;  rolls,  6?.  5s.  to 
6?.  7s.  bd.,  in  3-cwt.  barrels;  and  rock,  5?.  5s.  to  5?.  10s.  per 
ton,  in  3-cwt.  bags,  all  on  rails  at  makers'  works.  Carbonate 
of  magnesia  is  unchanged  and  quiet.  Boric  crystals  are  in 
demand  at  25?.,  and  powder  27?.  to  27?.  10s.  per  ton.  In  coal- 
tar  products,  sulphate  of  ammonia  continues  to  move  up- 
wards, and  is  quoted  12?.  to  12?.  Is.  3<Z.  per  ton,  on  rails 
Manchester.    Benzols  and  carbolic  acid  are  steady. 

Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets. 

Glycerin. —Though  the  general  situation  gives  no  cause 
for  anticipating  a  weakening,  there  are  now  offers  on  the 
market  at  very  low  prices — below  m.180  per  100  kilos.  The 
only  reason  which  can  be  given  is  that  these  offers  presumably 
arise  from  manufacturers  or  merchants  who  are  unable  to  sell 
except  at  low  rates ;  quality  should  therefore  be  watched. 
Crude  glycerin  is  scarce,  and  the  demand  for  refined  is  of  a 
nature  to  bring  about  a  further  rise  in  prices. 

Ipecacuanha. — Whereas  Cartagena  is  entirely  absent  in 
Hamburg,  and  nominally  quoted  at  m.13  per  kilo.,  Rio  is 
offered  more  abundantly  at  from  m.17  to  m. 17.50  per  kilo.  net. 

Linaloe  Oil. — The  uncertainly  of  opinions  with  regard  to 
oil  from  wood  and  that  from  seed  have  unfortunately  pre- 
judiced business  considerably.  Prime  quality  distilled  from 
wood  is  still  being  offered  at  m.21  per  kilo.,  whereas  mixed 
qualities  or  those  prepared  directly  from  seed  is  offered 
cheaper. 

Lycopodiuji. — Some  offers  of  this  year's  collection  are  to 
hand,  but  the  bulk  is  not  yet  being  offered,  so  that  it  is  im- 
possible to  give  an  opinion  on  the  amount  of  production.  The 
offers  which  have  been  received  up  to  the  present  quote  m.325 
per  100  kilos. 

Quillaia  is  somewhat  weaker,  though  scarcely  any  offers 
are  being  made  under  the  present  quotations  from  Chile. 
Whole  costs  m.48  to  m. 47.50  per  100  kilos.,  and  cut  is  un- 
changed. 

Tonka  Beans. — Further  supplies  of  Angostura  arei  not 
obtainable,  and  in  Para  and  Surinam  descriptions  only  small 
quantities  are  offered,  at  between  m.25  and  m.30.  Should 
further  supplies  not  arrive  shortly — and  no  arrivals  are 
rumoured — it  is  probable  that  stocks  will  be  cleared  to  the 
last  ounce. 

Vanillin. — The  general  situation  is  little  changed,  and 
sharp  competition  is  the  reason  for  the  lower  prices  quoted 
by  makers.  To-day's  quotation  of  m.27  to  m.28  per  kilo,  is 
not  thought  to  be  the  lowest  that  will  be  reached. 

Citrus  Products. 

The  Camera  Agrumaria  has  transferred  its  head  offices 
from  Palermo  to  Messina,  where  it  was  previous  to  the  earth- 
quake of  December  28,  1908.

"  The  Stah  "  tells  an  amusing  story  of  the  Japanese 
camphor  monopoly,  which  is  based  on  a  cable  to  the  "  New 
York  Herald  "  from  Tokio,  dealing  with  the  alleged  attempt 
of  Suzuki  &  Co.,  of  Kobe,  to  corner  the  camphor  market. 
The  story  is  that  Suzuki  &  Co.  conceived  the  ambitious  design 
of  capturing  the  world's  market,  and  in  pursuance  of  this  plan 
they  cut  the  price  to  such  an  extent  that  even  the  firm's  cost 
of  raw  material  and  refining  could  scarcely  be  met.  This 
frantic  competition  drove  the  American  and  European  re- 
finers to  desperation,  and  they  resolved  to  take  action.  The 
Americans  sent  to  Japan  a  Mr.  Anderson  to  report  on  the 
methods  of  the  Japanese  firm,  and  to  intimate  that,  should 
the  Japanese  authorities  ignore  his  representations,  a  boycott 
would  be  inaugurated.  The  Japanese  Finance  Department 
promised  to  take  action  after  a  careful  inquiry  into  the  con- 
duct of  Suzuki  &  Co.  Mr.  Anderson  is  described  as  being 
highly  indignant,  and  departed  for  Formosa  to  present  his 
case  to  the  island  Government.  On  his  way  home,  it  is  re- 
ported, he  will  go  to  Europe  and  call  upon  the  English, 
German,  and  French  manufacturers  in  order  to  secure  their 
co-operation."  It  need  hardly  be  said  that  the  "story" 
affords  much  amusement  and  scepticism  on  this  side. 
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Trade  in  Bulbs. 


[This  brief  article  may  be  taken  as  supplementary  to  one  in  The 
Chemists'  and  Druggists  Diary,  1910,  pp.  214-5.] 


Follow  up  your  spring  trade  in  seeds,  and  keep  your  connec- 
tion with  garden  customers  by  business  in  bulbs.  The  time  to 
start  is  the  end  of  September.  Bulbs  will  grow  in  anything 
almost,  chiefly  in  loose,  light  soil,  or  in  a  pile  of  moist  leaves, 
or  m  cocoanut  fibre  or  sand,  or  loosely  wedged  into  rose- 
bowls  with  loose  stones,  having  water  touching  the  bulb,  as 
in  the  bulb-glasses.  When  grown  in  glasses  put  a  little  piece 
of  charcoal  into  the  water  to  keep  it  fresh.  Use  rain  water 
or  tepid  water,  and  do  not  place  the  glasses  on  stone,  but 
on  boards  or  (best  of  all)  on  the  top  shelf  of  the  warmest 
kitchen  cupboard.  Keep  them  in  the  dark  for  a  week  or  two 
until  they  show  about  an  inch  of  growth  and  the  roots 
have  got  well  started,  then  gradually  bring  them  into  the 
light.  Some  people  change  the  water  every  fortnight,  others 
leave  it  alone.  When  grown  in  pots,  put  three  or  four  bulbs 
in  a  pot  full  of  soil,  leaf  or  peat,  lightly  covering  the 
crowns;  water  them,  cover  with  leaves  or  leaf  mould,  and 
invert  another  pot  (or  a  box)  over  them  to  keep  out  the  light. 
Give  them  heat  either  in  a  greenhouse  or  by  burying  the  pots 
in  ashes.  Support  the  stems  of  heavy  flowers  with  strong 
twigs.  Feeding  with  a  little  Clay's  fertiliser  or  guano-water 
is  recommended  by  some.  For  outside  growth  plant  fairly 
deep  (hyacinths  4  in.  deep)  and  cover  well  with  leaves  to  protect 
from  frost.

Make  a  window  display  on  similar  lines  to  seeds  {Diary, 
p.  214) .  Get  red-paper  letters  12  to  18  in.  long  to  form  the  word 
BULBS,  and  gum  them  on  the  window  towards  the  top. 
each  in  a  snjall  box,  neatly  labelled  with  name  (prices  optional 
for  window).  Also  put  in  a  row  of  twelve  bulb-glasses  in 
three  colours— green,  blue,  and  rose-*with  the  bulbs  growing 
in  them.  Also  three  or  four  more  boxes  showing  cocoanut 
fibre,  leaf-mould,  peat,  and  rough  sand,  all  priced  per  lb.  and 
per  quarter-stone.  That  is  all  you  need  for  a  beginning.  Sell 
the  bulbs  from  the  window  or  keep  the  rest  of  stock  inside  on 
the  counter,  neatly  boxed,  labelled,  and  priced. 


Jamaica  Honey  and  Beeswax.—"  This  industry  is  already  a 
valuable  one  to  the  Colony,"  says  the  "  Journal  of  the 
Jamaica^  Agricultural  Society,"  "  but  if  it  is  developed  along 
careful  lines  it  can  be  made  very  nearly  the  most  valuable  to  the 
Colony.

Dr.  Hall's  Prescription. 

Sir, — Caranna  or  caragna  gum  is  said  to  be  obtained 
from  Bursera  acuminata  (N.O.  Amyridacca).  The  sources 
of  tacamahaca  are  various  and  somewhat  obscure  (bursera 
is  not  given  as  one  of  them),  but  it  is  obtained  chiefly  from 
different  varieties  of  icica.  The  two  gums,  therefore,  are 
from  trees  of  the  same  natural  order,  and  may  have  been 
confused  by  others  besides  Gray ;  but,  as  I  have  already 
said,  they  are  distinguished  from  each  other  in  all  our 
older  dispensatories  as  regards  alike  their  appearance, 
smell,  and  uses.  My  authorities  for  sources  are  Bentley, 
Chambers,  and  others.  I  am,  etc.,

Sir, — It  is  hardly  possible  that  I  can  do  anything  to  elu- 
cidate this  most  interesting  prescription  if  "  Xrayser  II." 
and  Mr.  Ashton  have  not  succeeded.  Nevertheless,  I 
venture  to  suggest  that  the  origin  of  the  name  "  labdano 
cratonis  "  (see  Mr.  Maskew's  photograph,  which  gives 
"  Labd.  Crat.  ")  is  to  be  found  in  Rowland's  translation 
of  Schroeder's  "Chemical  Dispensatory"  (1669).  Under 
the  heading  of  "  Labdanum "  (p.  474)  there  is  a  clear 
reference  to  the  writings  of  Crato  in  connection  with 
the  uses  of  the  drug,  thus  :  "Outwardly  it  is  used  in 
Softening  Plaisters,  Anodynes,  and  things  to  allay  coughs ; 
in  falling  of  Hair  (anointing  it,  or  boiling  it  in  Wine), 
in  the  Toothach  and  Stomach-pains,  with  a  little  Bdel- 
lium (made  into  one  or  two  Pills,  given  an  hour  before 
meat,  Crato)."  It  seems  most  likely  that  Dr.  Hall  had 
Crato's  writings  in  mind  and  wished  to  emphasise  the 
importance  of  the  drug  being  used  which  had  been  recom- 
mended by  this  author,  whose  writings  had  a  considerable 
vogue  in  the  late  sixteenth  and  early  seventeenth  centuries. 
It  is  perhaps  worth  while  insisting  on  what  "  Xrayser  II." 
has  already  pointed  out — namely,  that  "caranna"  and 
"tacamahaca"  were  not  identical.  Nearly  every  writer 
that  mentions  the  former  takes  pains  to  distinguish  it 
from  the  latter.  For  instance,  in  the  work  already 
quoted  "caranna"  is  said  to  be  "a  hard  Rosin,  clammy, 
not  much  glutinous,  like  Tacamahacca,  only  sweeter  and 
brighter,  more  liquid,  and  fuller."

Manna  of  the  Israelites. 

Sir, — There  is  a  long  note  in  Kerner's  "Botany"  to 
the  effect  that  manna  of  the  Exodus  is  Lecanora  escidenta 
— a  lichen  which  grows  abundantly  on  rocks  and  stones 
all  over  the  desert,  and  in  North  Africa  generally. 
When  dry  it  becomes  detached  from  its  habitat,  and  is 
blown  about  by  the  wind,  as  it  is  very  light  and  bulky. 
It  is  then  light  grey  or  yellowish.  It  is  eaten  in  times 
of  scarcity,  and  occasionally  falls  in  large  quantities,  so 
that  a  man  can  gather  3  or  4  kilos,  of  it  in  a  day.  In 
a  "rain  of  manna"  in  1864  the  inhabitants  of  the  dis- 
trict said  it  had  fallen  from  heaven,  quite  ignoring  the 
fact  that  it  grew  in  their  own  neighbourhood,  although 
not  in  such  large  quantities.  Kerner  says  emphatically 
that  the  "mannas"  yielded  by  Tamarix  and  Fraxinus 
could  not  have  been  the  manna  of  the  Israelites.

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Infant  Patentees. 
Sir, — In  the  course  of  my  practice  as  a  patent  agent  I 
•was  instructed  to  apply  for  patents,  recently,  on  behalf 
of  persons  who  did  not  disclose  their  infancy  until  after 
the  patent  was  applied  for.  Having  regard  to  the 
Patents  and  Designs  Act,  1907,  Section  83,  in  which  it  is 
enacted  that  if  any  person,  by  reason  of  infancy,  lunacy, 
or  other  disability,  is  incapable  of  making  any  declaration 
required  under  this  Act,  his  guardian  may  make  such 
application  on  his  behalf,  I  wrote  to  the  Comptroller  of 
Patents,  inquiring  whether  he  requires  an  infant  to  be 
represented  by  his  guardian  in  making  an  application  for 
a,  patent,  accompanied  by  the  requisite  declaration  by  the 
.applicant  that  he  is  the  true  and  first  inventor ;  and,  if  so, 
whether  the  Comptroller  issues  a  form  of  application  for 
that  purpose.  In  reply,  the  Comptroller  informs  me  that 
he  is  not  aware  of  any  reason  why  applications  for  patents, 
■designs,  and  trade-marks  may  not  be  made  by  an  infant 
without  reference  to  his  guardian ;  and  there  is  no  form 
of  application  for  use  by  an  infant  only.

The  "  Etna." 

What  has  become  of  the  old-fashioned  "  Etna  "  for  heating 
water  by  methylated  spirit  ?  I  do  not  see  them  in  the  price- 
lists  now,  so  I  suppose  they  are  going  or  gone  out  of  use,  and 
yet  they  are  very  handy  and  useful  in  the  sick-room.    I  had 


one  brought  to  me  by  a  nurse  the  other  day  who  had  borrowed 
it  from  a  family  who  had  had  it  in  occasional  use  for  fifty 
years  or  so,  and  I  was  requested  to  supply  one  like  it.  I  got 
over  the  difficulty  by  having  several  made  by  a  local  tinner, 
who,  luckily,  had  made  them  in  his  early  apprentice  days, 
and  the  finished  article  was  entirely  to  my  friend's  satis- 
faction. The  base  and  the  receptacle  for  holding  the  spirit 
consisted  of  two  small  pattie  tins,  or  what  would  be  called 
in  Yorkshire  small  cheesecake  tins,  put  bottom  to  bottom 
and  riveted  together,  and  the  conical  container,  soldered 
on  the  top  of  this  with  lid  and  turned-in  handle  complete. — 
Wm.  Bousfield  (Sutton  Coldfield). 

Window-tickets. 

Regarding  your  recent  articles  on  window-tickets,  the 
writers  have  omitted  to  say  with  what  the  filling-in  should 
be  done — oil-  or  water-colours,  copying  ink  or  Indian  ink,  or 
some  special  preparation.  I  have  tried  oil-colours  let  down 
with  megilp,  but  this  gives  a  distinct  oil-stain  round  each 
letter.— Paint.  (17/59.) 

[The  contributor  of  the  article  More  Hints  on  Window- 
tickets  "  replies  to  our  inquiry  as  follows :  "  Unless  the  paper 
is  specially  treated,  oil-colours  will  make  a  greasy  mess.  If 
solid  black  letters  are  required,  either  Indian  ink  or  a  two- 
penny tube  of  water-colour  ivory-black  may  be  used.  If  a 
coloured  letter  is  required  a  black  margin  will  much  improve 
it,  and  should  be  done  in  waterproof  Indian  ink.  The 
coloured  letters  may  be  filled  in  with  water-colour  paints,  and 
a  little  mucilage  of  acacia  added  to  the  water  with  which  the 
colours  are  mixed  will  give  a  slight  gloss.  It  is  better,  how- 
ever, if  the  finished  card  seems  worth  it,  to  size  and  varnish 
with  clear  paper  varnish.  Water-colours  are  made  in  two 
series,  'Student's,'  costing  about  2d.  a  tube,  and  'Artist's,' 
costing  anything  up  to  three  shillings.  The  '  Student's ' 
colours  will  do  to  start  with,  as  the  beginner  will  so  improve 
as  he  goes  on  that  he  will  want  to  destroy  his  first  attempts. 
The  '  Artist's  '  colours  are  purer,  brighter,  and  more  per- 
manent— an  important  point  in  a  sunny  window.  Messrs. 
Madderton  &  Co.,  Loughton,  Essex,  make  a  special  point 
of  the  permanence  of  their  artist's  colours.  The  hard  cakes 
of  colour,  to  be  rubbed  down  with  water,  are  said  to  be 
cheaper  than  tubes ;  but  I  have  my  doubts.  They  seem  to 
rub  away  very  fast."] 

Legal  Queries. 

Consult  the  legal  information  in  "  The  Chemists'  and  Druggists' 
Diary,"  1910,  before  writing  about  your  difficulty. 

Executor  (16/25)  asks  several  questions  regarding  his 
position  as  *  residuary  legatee  under  a  will.  (1)  The 
estate  is  valued  at  1,350/.  ;  was  the  estate-duty  raised 
under  the  last  Budget  ?  [The  estate-duty  on  an  estate 
of  that  value  remains  at  3  per  cent.]  (2)  Can  the 
estate  be  charged  with  succession-duty,  or  does  that  fall 
on  the  parties  who  succeed  to  the  property "'.  [Succession- 
duty  is  payable  by  the  successors,  and  not  out  of  the  general 
estate.]  (3)  What  are  the  fees,  according  to  scale,  that  a 
solicitor  can  charge  on  an  estate  of  this  size  ?  [The  amount 
depends  upon  the  work  he  has  to  do ;  there  is  no  fixed  scale 
applicable  to  every  case.]  (4)  Can  the  solicitor's  bill,  etc.,  be 
taxed,  and  will  it  be  necessary  to  employ  another  solicitor 
to  do  this  ?  [The  solicitor's  bill  of  costs  can  be  taxed  before 
payment.  Before  taking  any  steps  for  taxation  it  would  be 
better  to  employ  another  solicitor  to  advise  as  to  whether 
there  are  any  overcharges,  because  in  the  event  of 
"  Executor  "  failing  to  get  one-sixth  of  the  bill  taxed  off,  he 
would  be  ordered  to  pay  the  costs  of  taxation  of  the  solicitor 
whose  bill  is  being  taxed,  in  addition  to  his  own  solicitor's 
charges.]  (5)  Must  the  solicitor  furnish  a  detailed  account 
to  the  executors— he  has  only  charged  a  lump  sum?  [You  are 
entitled  to  have  a  detailed  bill  of  costs.]

Nemo  (19/23).— Dry  Shampoo.— You  would  probably  find 
one  of  the  formulas  given  in  the  C.  &  D.,  September  3,  p.  396, 
more  suitable  than  the  recipe  you  are  using.  The  amount  of 
soap  in  solution  can  be  much  increased  if  you  employ  soft 
soap. 

/.  B.  L.  (22/47).—  Welsh  is  accepted  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  as  a  modern  foreign  language  in  the  Preliminary, 
examinations  which  they  recognise. 

O.  H.  (19/44)  asks  what  is  "  mist,  capillaris,"  which  occurs 
in  the  prescription  of  a  Manchester  specialist.  Can  any; 
reader  make  suggestions  ? 
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Emigrant  (19/15). — Home-made  Hard  Soap. — The  following 
is  a  method  by  which  soap  can  be  successfully  manufactured 
on  a  small  scale,  the  process  having  been  originally  pub- 
lished in  the  C.  &  D.  in  1880  : 

Take  10  lb.  98-per-cent.  caustic  soda  (in  powder)  and  put 
in  a  jar  with  4^  gals,  of  water,  stir  once  or  twice,  and  let 
it  get  cold.  Weigh  out  75  lb.  of  clean  grease,  tallow  or  oil, 
and  if  a  solid  fat  is  used  melt  at  a  temperature  not  exceed- 
ing 100°  F.  Pour  the  lye  (the  caustic-soda  solution)  slowly 
into  the  melted  fat  or  oil  in  a  small  stream,  stirring  with 
a  flat  wooden  stLrer,  and  continue  stirring  gently  until 
the  lye  and  fat  are  combined  and  of  a  honey-like  appear- 
ance. The  time  taken  for  combination  varies  from  fifteen 
to  twenty  minutes ;  but  be  careful  not  to  stir  too  long. 
When  the  mixing  is  completed,  pour  the  liquid  soap  into  a 
mould,  which  may  be  any  square  box,  previously  wetting 
the  sides  to  prevent  the  soap  sticking.  Wrap  up  in  old 
blankets  or  put  in  a  warm  place  until  next  day,  when  the 
box  will  contain  a  block  of  130  lb.  of  soap,  which  can  after- 
wards be  cut  up  into  bars  with  a  wire. 

W.  F.  G.  (17/67). — Oxygen  Inhalations. — We  have  not  time 
to  draw  up  circulars  for  our  subscribers,  and  in  your  case  it 
is  hardly  necessary,  as  you  give  almost  all  the  particulars 
which  the  public  require  to  know  about  the  facilities  you  offer 
for  inhaling  oxygen. 

if.  W.  B.  (21/46). — The  "  acid  "  for  writing  on  grocer's 
blue  paper  is  liquor  potassse. 

T.  E.  C.  (21/51). — Pile-wort  Ointment.— Sir  Jas.  Sawyer's 
formula  for  this  is  to  gather  the  whole  plant  when  in  bloom 
in  the  spring,  cut  it  up  and  macerate  it  at  100°  F.  in  lard 
for  twenty-four  hours,  the  lard  being  in  the  proportion  of 
3  parts  to  1  part  of  the  plant.  At  the  end  of  that  time  the 
herb  is  pressed  and  the  ointment  cooled.  The  result  is  a 
"  bright-green  olive-green  "  ointment,  which  is  applied  to  the 
affected  part  twice  daily,  preferably  just  after  an  evacuation. 

JR.  W.  &  Co.  (17/56). — Essence  of  Lemon  for  flavouring- 
purposes  is  either  oil  of  lemon  or  a  solution  of  oil  of  lemon  in 
rectified  spirit.  A  strength  of  2  per  cent,  of  oil  of  lemon  in 
spirit  is  usual. 

Ink  (17/35).— (1)  Sympathetic  Ink.— The  cobalt  ink  answers 
your  requirements : 

Cobalt  chloride    3j. 

Mucilage  of  acacia   3j. 

Distilled  water       ...    3j. 

Dissolve. 

The  writing  becomes  blue  when  the  paper  is  heated,  and 
disappears  when  breathed  upon  or  exposed  to  damp.  (2)  The 
preparation  used  on  glass  for  writing  which  becomes  apparent 
on  breathing  is  soap.  The  soap  is  used  as  a  crayon,  and  when 
wiped  off  leaves  a  sufficient  greasiness  behind  to  show  up 
when  the  glass  is  breathed  upon. 

T.  H.  W.  (10/51). — Petroleum-emulsion  Preservative. — 
You  could  use  as  a  tasteless  and  odourless  preservative  recti- 
fied spirit.  Generally  the  formula  for  the  emulsion  contains 
some  spirit  of  chloroform,  but  this  is  not  tasteless. 

E.  O.  L.  (10/43). — Typewriter-ink  with  Oily  Basis.— A 
formula  for  this  was  given  in  the  C.  <£•  D.,  June  4,  p.  868  ;  this, 
we  have  been  told,  is  fairly  satisfactory,  but  the  preparation 
of  the  ink  is  a  tedious  process,  as  solution  of  the  dye  is  some- 
what difficult. 

E.  D.  L.  (17/39). — Lemon  Curd.— The  formula  for  this  was 
given  in  the  C.  &  D.,  April  18,  1908,  p.  611. 

A.  _  O.  (17/41). — Hardening  Lard. — Mutton  suet,  lard 
stearine  (5  to  8  per  cent.),  and  lime-water  are  sometimes  added 
to  lard  to  harden  it  and  facilitate  setting  in  warm  weather. 
These  would  probably  all  be  regarded  as  adulterants. 

C.  H.  J.  (12/7). — Gelatin-capsuling  Composition. — The 
sample  bottle  you  send  has  the  cork  covered  with  a  com- 
position made  on  the  following  lines  :  Soak  7  lb.  of  good 
gelatin  in  60  oz.  of  water,  and  add  10  oz.  of  glycerin.  Then 
heat  on  a  water-bath  until  the  gelatin  is  dissolved.  With 
this  incorporate  sufficient  zinc  oxide  or  tint  with  aniline  dyes. 
The  jelly  is  stored  in  jars.  When  required  for  use  it  is 
liquefied,  and  into  it  the  cork  and  portion  of  the  neck  of  the 
bottle  are  dipped. 

D.  C.  (12/18). — Formalin  Tooth-powder. — We  have  not 
published  a  formula  for  this;  but  it  could  be  prepared  by 
incorporating  about  1  per  cent,  of  paraform  with  any  simple 
tooth-powder  base.  »' 

Butter  (11/33). — Butter-colour. — A  nut-oil  basis  is  more 
satisfactory  than  one  of  cottonseed  oil,  as  the  cold  weather 
does  not  affect  it  so  readily.

Bicastra  U7/7).— Astringent  Mouth-wash.— You  cannot 
prepare  an  effective  permanganate  lotion  if  you  include 
vegetable  matter,  which  you  can  hardly  avoid  in  a  compound 
lotion.

New  South  Wales. 

Inflammable  Liquids — including  volatile  oils  and  spirits, 
coal-tar  products,  petroleum  and  all  liquid  products 
thereof,  shale  oil,  wood  naphtha,  bisulphide  of  carbon, 
alcoholic  spirits  used  in  trades  or  arts,  and  spirits  of 
turpentine — and  any  other  oil,  .spirit,  or  liquid  may  be 
declared  by  proclamation  to  be  .subject  to  two  Bills  which 
have  been  introduced — the  "Highly  Inflammable  Merchan- 
dise Bill  and  the  Volatile  Oils  and  Spirits  Bill.  In  both 
cases  power  is  taken  for  the  Governor-in-Council  to  make 
regulations  covering  the  storage,  transport,  handling,  and 
sale  of  such  articles,  the  conditions  of  storage,  the  quanti- 
ties to  be  exempted  for  the  purpose  of  retail  trade,  pre- 
cautions to  be  observed  to  automatically  raise  an  alarm, 
and  inflict  penalties  for  breach  of  the  regulations. 

New  Zealand. 

Sunday  Trading. — A  Bill  to  secure  a  weekly  day  of  rest 
has  been  introduced  into  the  House  of  Representatives  by 
Mr.  Fisher.  It  provides  that,  except  in  cases  of  emer- 
gency, it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  require  any 
employe  to  do  on  Sunday  the  usual  work  of  his  ordinary 
calling  unless  such  employe  is  allowed  during  the  next  six 
days  of  such  week  twenty-four  consecutive  hours  without 
labour.  But  works  of  necessity  or  mercy  may  be  carried  out 
on  Sunday,  and  these  are  to  include,  among  other  things, 
work  for  the  relief  of  sickness  and  suffering,  and  the  sale 
of  drugs,  medicines,  and  surgical  appliances. 

Examination  Specimens. — At  the  meeting  of  the  Phar- 
macy Board  on  July  8  a  complaint  was  received  that  the 
specimens  of  jaborandi-leaves  which  candidates  for  exam- 
ination were  asked  to  recognise  were  not  typical.  The 
B.P.  states  that  the  leaflets  should  be  from  2^  to  4  in. 
long,  and  the  specimens  submitted  did  not  contain  a  leaf 
over  1-^-  in.  long;  they  were  a  mixed  lot,  containing  at 
least  six  different  shapes.  The  examiner  has  since  stated 
that  under  present  conditions  the  only  possible  source  from 
which  to  obtain  specimens  is  from  wholesale  stocks,  and  the 
samples  may  occasionally  be  a  little  damaged. 

Poisons  Act. — A  deputation  from  the  New  Zealand 
Pharmacy  Board  waited  on  the  Minister  of  Public  Health 
on  June  29,  advantage  being  taken  of  the  presence  of  the 
members  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  from  Auckland,  Welling- 
ton, Canterbury,  and  Otago.  Mr.  F.  Castle  (President) 
asked  for  the  amendments  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  and 
Poisons  Act  decided  upon  at  the  recent  Conference.  He 
suggested  the  appointment  of  a  Registrar  of  Poisons,  who, 
with  the  Chief  Health  Officer,  Secretary  of  Customs,  and 
the  President  of  the  Pharmacy  Board,  would,  form  a  much- 
needed  expert  tribunal.  The  Minister,  in  reply,  said  he 
presumed  that  the  intention  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  was 
to  eliminate  all  but  qualified  pharmacists,  but  that  the 
Bill  did  not  propose  to  do  away  with  the  vendor  of  patent 
medicines.  Half  the  people  live  in  the  country  and  are 
dependent  upon  „  storekeepers  for  proprietary  remedies. 
He  thought  one  Bill  covering  all  the  matters  brought 
forward  would  be  better.  The  Minister  added  that  he 
liked  the  suggestion  to  form  a  consulting  body,  which 
might  render  valuable  service  both  to  the  public  and  the 
Department. 

Queensland. 

_  More  Legislature. — A  Medical,  Pharmaceutical,  Op- 
ticians and  Dental  Bill  has  been  prepared,  and  is  to  be 
brought  before  the  Legislative  Assembly  by  the  Home 
Secretary  at  the  first  suitable  opportunity.  The  Queens- 
land Medical  Society  are  up  in  arms  against  legislation  in 
the  interests  of  opticians. 

A  Musical  Evening,  held  in  Brisbane  in  July,  was  given 
by  master  chemists  to  their  assistants.  Only  those  directly 
connected  with  retail  business  were  present,  and  the  com- 
pany included  all  the  masters  and  assistants  in  the  Brisbane 
district,  except  twelve.  Mr.  G.  J.  Mackay,  proposing  the 
health  of  the  guests,  said  :  The  young  men  had  not  been 
invited  to  be  lectured  or  to  have  wages  boards  talked  about, 
but  to  show  them  in  a  practical  way  the  good  feeling  enter- 
tained towards  them  by  the  whole  of  the  employers. 

Indentures  Question. — At  the  meeting  of  the  Pharmacy 
Board  on  July  14  a  letter  was  read  from  the  Registrar  of 


the  Pharmacy  Board  of  Victoria  asking  if  Queensland 
would  accept  an  apprenticeship  of  four  years  served  in 
Victoria  to  a  duly  registered  chemist,  and  whether  such 
apprentice  would  be  eligible  on  passing  the  Queensland 
examination  to  be  registered.  The  reply  was,  Yes ;  pro- 
vided those  indentures  were  served  to  a  person  entitled  to 
be  registered  in  Queensland.  Such  apprentice  would  hav& 
to  pas's  the  Intermediate  and  Final  examinations. 
South  Australia. 
Friendly  Societies'  Dispensaries. — On  July  18  a  large- 
deputation  waited  upon  the  Chief  Secretary  on  behalf  of 
the  friendly  societies,  asking  that  the  law  might  be 
amended  to  give  friendly  .societies  the  right  to  establish 
dispensaries  and  to  use  any  part  of  their  management  fund 
■  for  the  purpose.  They  propose  to  establish  dispensaries 
on  the  lines  of  those  in  Victoria,  which  have  proved  a  great 
success.  The  Chief  Secretary  said  the  request  was  simple, 
and  the  Government  would  be  willing  during  this  session 
to  introduce  the  legislation  asked  for. 
Tasmania. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society,  which  met  on  July  22  at 
Hobart,  discussed  the  standards  recommended  for  foods 
and  drugs  by  the  Sydney  Conference.  On  the  question  of 
repeating  prescriptions,  it  was  agreed  that  pharmacists  be- 
free  to  repeat  a  prescription  as  often  as  required  unless  there 
is  indicated  upon  it  the  number  of  times  it  is  to  be  dispensed. 
The  question  of  counter  prescribing  was  also  discussed ; 
and  in  regard  to  stating  on  the  label  the  various  ingre- 
dients, it  was  agreed  that  there  should  be  a  definite  list  of 
drugs  laid  down  which,  when  prescribed  by  chemists,  must 
be  specified  on  the  label. 
Victoria. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  have  been  advised  that 
the  scheme  of  insurance  which  it  was  proposed  to  adopt  is 
outside  the  objects  of  the  Council,  and  the  scheme  has  m 
consequence  been  abandoned.  At  the  same  meeting  the 
proposed  change  in  name  was  reported  on  adversely  by  the 
Business  Committee.  The  change,  it  was  stated,  would 
involve  an  alteration  in  the  constitution  of  the  Society,  and 
this  could  only  be  arranged  by  winding-up  the  Society 
under  the  Companies  Act. 


Canadian  Mews, 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 

Quebec  Pharmaceutical  Association.— At  the  Council- 
meeting  held  at  Montreal  on  August  6,  Mr.  J.  E.  Tremble 
was  re-elected  President,  and  Messrs.  A.  J.  Laurence  and 
W.  P.  La  Roche  were  elected  Vice-Presidents.  A  pre- 
liminary examination  was  held  on  the  following  day,  when 
twelve  out  of  twenty  candidates  passed. 

Nova  Scotia— The  Halifax  Technical  College  have 
arranged  to  carry  on  a  pharmaceutical  course  this  winter 
if  sufficient  students  offer  themselves  for  enrolment.  It  is 
proposed  that  -the  curriculum  should  cover  one  year, 
but  this  can  be  extended  if  desired.  Professor  Sexton,  the 
President  of  the  Pharmacy  Department,  is  assisted  by  an 
Advisory  Committee  of  the  Nova  Scotia  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  consisting  of  Mr.  R.  C.  Fuller,  Amherst ;  Mr. 
J.  J.  Kinlay,  Lunenberg;  and  Mr.  G.  A.  Burbidge  and  Mr. 
E.  T.  Power,  Halifax. 

A  "Ponso"  Contract— Mr.  Justice  Sutherland  has 
delivered  judgment  in  the  case  of  the  Hennessy  Drug  Store 
v.  The  Imperial  Drug  Co.  This  was  a  suit  in  which  the 
plaintiff  sought  to  have  a  contract  set  aside  entered  into  by 
them  with  the  Imperial  Drug  Co.,  owners  of  "  Ponso,"  for 
the  exclusive  agency  for  the  sale  of  this  remedy.  Under 
this  contract  the  plaintiffs  agreed  to  and  accepted  $4,000 
worth  of  the  goods,  but  found  after  distributing  some  600 
or  700  bottles  that  the  medicine  did  not  sell  and  that  com- 
plaints were  being  made  about  it  by  those  who  had  used  it. 
The  plaintiffs  stated  that  they  had  expended  a  large  amount 
of  money  in  advertising  the  remedy,  and  this  money  was 
included  in  their  bill  of  claims.  Judgment  was  given  in 
favour  of  the  plaintiff  for  $1,078.81,  the  Court  holding  that 
the  representations  made  by  the  defendants  were  the  basis 
of  the  contract,  which  accordingly  should  be  set  aside. 
The  plaintiff  was  also  instructed  to  deliver  to  the  defendant 
all  unsold  bottles  of  "  Ponso."  It  is  stated  that  the  de- 
fendant is  to  appeal  against  this  decision.   . 
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
